V. How, by the Counſel of the Arch-prieft, new Cuſtoms and Tax- 
ations were raiſed through the City of Conſtantinople ; and bow the 
Treaſon came to light. How the Emperor, by the Counſel of his Nobility 
5 few 4 Fong Pepin, to ſee the Combat fought between the Arch-prieft and

TEE Emperor having ſhamefully expelled 
*- repented him of the Fact: But by the curſed Counſel of the Arch- prieſt, 


unto whoſe Words he gave ſuch Credit continually, that what he ſpake was 
n Oracle in the Ears of the ſaid Emperor, infomuch,, that he coptinually 
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Belliſant his Wife, oftentimes 
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heaped new Honours upon that traiterous Prieſt, advancing him even 


above the higheſt in the Empire; and whatſoever he commanded was ef- 


fected. At laſt, having gotten all Power and Authority in his Hands, he 
began to enhannce the Cuſtoms and Taxes of the City of Conſtaminople 3 
which Exactions of his, againſt all Reaſon, ſtruck even to the very Heart 


of the Inhabitants. Among the reſidue of theſe his forced Impoſitions 


it hapned, that according to their yearly Cuſtoms, there was held a great 
Mart in the City, which falls about the Month of September: Hereunto 
reſorted many People for divers Occaſions, eſpecially Merchants. The 
Fair or Mart-day being come, the Emperor gave the Charge thef unto 
this Arch-prieſt, who accordingly provided himſelf, and to the fame pur- 
poſe, armed Two Hundred Men to, guard his own Perſon : Being thus 
accompanied, he took his way into the City, to effect this new Charge 
which the Emperor had beſtowed on him.

The Merchant hereat 
being angry, ſaid, Curſed be that diſloyal Arch-prieſt, for he is the only 
Cauſe of theſe new raiſed Exactions: It had been good for all Men if he 
had long ſince had his Deſert, and with Shame and Infamy had ended his 


Days. At which reproachful words againſt the Arch-prieſt, the Officer 


took his Staff and ſmote the Merchant on the Head, that preſently the

The Emperor being ſet, the Arch-prieſt” | 
broughThis Advocate to plead his Cauſe, which was to this Effect: That | 
the Merchant had committed Murther, and alſo had ſpoken. opprobrious | 
Words againſt the ſaid Arch-prieſt. The Advocate having ended his Ac- 
cuſation, the Merchant ſuddenly feit on his Knees before the Emperor, and | 
Kid, Mighty and moſt excellent Prince, out of your Benignity, give me 
but Audience to be heard before theſe your Nobles here attending, and T 
frall unfold a Matter of {6 great Importance, that it touches your Perſon 
even in the higheſt degree of Treaſon. Say on, ſaid the Emperor. Migh- 
ty Emperor, and my Lords all, I wonld adviſe you to make faſt the Gates 
round about your Palace, that none depart from this place. The Empe- 
ror did as he requeſted, Then ſaid the Merchant witł a loud Voice, Lords, 
Barons, and Knights, all you that love the Honour of the Emperor, and 
the triumphant Reign of his Perſon, attend my Words; the time is come 
that the Treaſon of the curſed Arch- prĩeſt will now be revealed and come 
to light: Then thus, great Emperor, this is that curſed Man, whom 
you have ever nouriſhed and brought to great Honour, who hath deceived. 
your Truſt ; for he it is that hath wrought all the Diſcord betwixt you 
and your vertuous Lady, whom you have baniſhed, both from your Bed, 
Court, and Country, and by whom you have received more Diſhonour than 
ever he reaped Honour from you: For it had been his part moſt of any, to 
have nouriſhed and advanced your Renown, and to have preſerved your 
Honour; but contrary, he hath made my dread. Lord Infamous, by theſe 
his wicked Projects, and brought upon you great Scandal among all Nations; 
for he ſecretly, and underhand, made Love to the Empreſs, but ſhe denied 
him, the which he perceiving, that there was no likelihood to accompliſh 
| His Deſire, it drove him into a Thouſand Fears, leſt his difloyal Act ſhould 
come to light, and therefore deviſed to falfifie unto your Ears, her faith- 
ful Love unto your Bed. Of all which his falfe Accuſations, I fay here be- 
fore you, and all your Lords and Barons, that he lieth like a Traitor, 
and for the more Approbation of what I have uttered; I will here unfolp 
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the Truth of what theſe Eyes of mine were Witneſſes: It ſo hapned on a 
Day, after the Baniſhment of the Empreſs, as I was riding about my Af- 
fairs, T chanced to Travel thro' a Wood; at laſt, paſſing along the Way, 1 
found this treacherous Prieſt, transformed out of the Habit of his Prieſt- 
hood, into the Shape of a Knight, even armed at all points, ready for Com- 
bat with the Enemy. Drawing nearer and nearer, I did behold him in 
Fight with agother Man unarmed, which at laſt I found to be Blandiman,. 
"Squire to the baniſhed Lady, who conducted her in the time of her Exile. 
I perceiving they enconnter'd one another fo fiercely, I began to call unto 
them to- give over their direful Fight; but they little regarded what 1 
ſaid. I did perceive the Lady pitioufly weeping, and at laſt” ſaid unto me 
thus: Gentle Merchant, and kind Friend, lend me thy Aid againſt this 
treacherous Arch-prieſt, that ſeeketh by Force to rob me of my Honour 
This is he, and only he, by whom 1 am baniſhed from my Emperor's:Bed 
and Country. With that I put Spurs to my Horſe, and ran between them 
to ſeparate them; which the Arch-prieſt perceiving, ſuddenly fled into 
the Wood, being fully aſſured I had the Knowledge who he was. Noble 
Emperor, it had been my part to have revealed this long before, but I. 
durſt not open my Mouth unto you, for fear his Greatneſs would have out--- 
ſwayed my Truth, and fo have brought my ſelf to an untimely Death. 
| The Emperor having heard this Tale, ſighed, and at laſt fell into Tears, 
in which Tears he turned him to the Arch-prieſt, relating his Diſloyalty in 
this manner: Ahl thou falſe Servant, quoth he, have I ever ſtudied to 
do the Honour, and exalt thee to high Dignities, and haſt thou requited all 
my Love and Truſt with Diſloyalty and Treaſons? Well, I have ſeen now 
what I ever miſtruſted, thou haſt made me of all Men moſt unhappy ; but 
it is not ſo much thy Fault as mine own ; thy Treaſon hath bewitched me: 
In an evil Hour I gave Credit to thy falſe ſpeaking Tongue, and thereby 
deſerve to carry the Brand of my own Folly. The Arch-prieſt hearing 
the Emperor thus diſtempered, began to entreat his Higlineſs not to be 
ſo impatient, neither to give Credit to this ſlanderous Tale that the Mer- 
chant had commenced againſt him: For, quoth he, he belyeth me, and I 
am no way guilty of that wherewith he accuſeth- me. Thou lieft falſly,

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ed. The Emperor ſeeing the Merchant fo reſolute, and to ſtand the Trial 
of the Combate, he ſaid, Arch-prieſt, it is time that either thou quit thy 
ſelf by anſwering this Challenge, or to yield thy ſelf Guilty of what hath 
been laid to thy Charge. The Arch-prieſt rephed on this manner, Mighty 
W Emperor, I muſt let you underſtand, that to anſwer the Merchant's Chal- 
lenge, or take up Arms, is coutrary to my Place and Calling, for I am a 
Tacred Prelate.of the Church, and therefore I may refuſe to fight. Nay, 
quath the Emperor, in this Caſe no Excuſe is to be admitted; but you 
W muſt either Fight, or yield your ſelf a Traytor to our Crown and Dignity.

an Eye- witneſs of theſe Contentions, and of the Cauſe of this Combate,

. of Tydiags, and alſo of as great Admiration ; the Emperor greets me well, 
and fends me word, that my Siſter Belliſant, his betrothed Wife, hath been 
by bim wrongfully baniſhed, and that by reaſon of a falſe Arch-prieft, unto 
whom he gave too much truſt; which Prieſt, for theſe bis treaſonable 
Facts, is accuſed by a Merchant; and for Tryal of the Truth of this his 
Accuſation, will put himſeif in jeopardy 


of the Pope againſt the Infidels. The Emperor hearing thereof, by the 


of Life, by ſingle Combate in 
open Field, Body to Body, with this treacherous Arch-prieſt. Now it = 
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ſo fallen out, that the Day and Place is ready for the Trial of his Fact, whereby 
I ſhall be fully ſatisfied, whither my Siſter hath been guilty of that where- 
with ſhe hath been charged, and moſt ſhamefully caſt forth intoBaniſhment : 
Upon all which, 1 vow by my Crown and Dignity, that if the Emperor 
be found to have offcred rms Indignity without juſt Cauſe, that I will be 
ayenged againſt him in the extreameſt manner that War can thunder forth 
againſt him. Having ended his Speech unto his Lords in preſence of tlie. 
Ambaſſadors, he commanded with ſpeed, that every Man ſhould addreſs 
himfelf to accompany him to Conſtautinople, to behold the manner of this 
Fight between the Merchant and the Arch-prieſt. The Day of his Depar- 
ture from Rome being come, he takes his way towards Conſtantinopie, where, 
after ſome few Days of Travel, he ſafely arrived. The Emperor hearing 
of his coming, commanded all the Bells to ring, and made Triumph to 
welcome him, for all were filled with Joy at his approach. The Emperor- 
mounted on Horſe-back, richly accompanied, marched out of the City to 
meet his Brother, King Pepin. At laſt they met; but the Emperor over- 
come with Sorrow and Tears at the remembrance of Belliſant, could not 
utter a Word. On the other fide, Pepin being fiercely angred at what had 
hapned to his Siſter, gave no reſpect to the Emperor's Tears, but proudly

Think you fo 
now ? quoth King Pepia, then are you worthy of a double ſhame, and you 
do bewray unto the World your Weakneſs, and what great Fooliſhnefs re- 
mains in you, when by the Report of one Man, and that a Traytor too, 
you would with ſuch Rigour proceed againſt an innocent Lady, and fo ſud- 
denly, like a common Harlot, throw her out into baniſhment, Shame, and 
Diſhonour, being of the Blood Royal of Fance. The Emperor hearing 
the King to be ſo bitter againſt him, he was very ſorrowful, and ſaid unta 
him in this manner: Alas ! my Lord, do not thus follow me with Wrath 
and Anger, but rather turn your Tongue upon me milder ſaying, for ta 
that Intent have I ſent for you, that your own Eyes may be Witneſs of the 
Truth. Tis true, quoth King Pepin, but it is all too tate what now you ſays 
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ſay, for you have dclivered over my Siſter to the World's Infamy, and that 
more is, even to Baniſhment ; and, for ought I know, to Death it ſelf, for 
| I know not whether I ſhall ever behold her Face again or not: Fie, fie, that 
you being ſo great a Perſon, ſhon!d be fo affectionately born away, to give 
ſuch ſudden Judgment againſt the Innocent; I do confeſs, one may commit 


coul and diſhonourable AQ, but Repentance is able to make amends, and 


not ſo ſuddenly to overthrow their Dignity and Renown : For that once 
loſt, whether ir be right or wrong, it is never again poſſible to be reco- 
vered. Again, how little you have eſteemed of the Honour of my Kingly 
& Office, judge you, when firſt without deliberation, and next without any 
= Knowledge given me, you have proceeded fo againſt my Siſter ? I make it 
plain againſt you, that Envy towards her and me was the only Cauſe of 
W theſe falſe and unjuſt Wrongs done againſt us. Whilſt theſe Words paſſed 
berwixt them, they were now entered Conſtantinople, where with great 
Joy and Gladneſs they were received of the Inhabitants. The Emperor 
would have had King Pepiz to have lodged with him in his Palace, but the 
King denied, and cauſed his Train to lodge within the City, and he him- 
ſelf alſo. Then the Emperor cauſed many Gifts and Preſents to be offered 
him, but he diſdainfully rejected them: For King Pepin thought of no- 
thing but the Diſhonour unto his Siſter, and that the rather, for the whole 
City accounting her the faireſt, and moſt vertuous, and the chaſteſt Lady 
in all the World, and that by Injuſtice and Treaſon ſhe was baniſhed.

Field, or run away from them, as they would anſwer it with their Lives. 
The Merchant being mounted, and his Sword girt to him, firſt entred the 
Liſts, after whom entred fuch abundance of People, that they were number- 
leſs. Then after came the Arch-prieſt, ſumptuouſly accompanicd with No- 
bles and Knights of great Honour and Dignity. The Combatants thus 
both entered the Liſts, ready to charge one another, King Pepin being there 
in Perſon, called out aloud unto the Merchant, ſaying unto him, My Friend, 
the Gods give the Victory over this falſe Traitor, I vow unto thee here 
before this Aſſembly, ſo I may but find out the Truth of my Sifter Belliſant, 
notwithſtanding the great Advancement that the Emperor hath promiſed, 
to take thee into France, and make thee Companion with the beſt of my 
Kingdom. The Merchant gave the King great Thanks, and ſaid, Dread 
King, I doubt not but this Night to make this traiterous Prieſt confeſs, 
that he hath treacherouſly ſought the Deſtruction of your Siſter. Then came 
a Herauld, adminiſtring to them both an Oath ; and ſo, clearing the Liſts, 
left the Champions to their Fortunes. Now are both the Combatants ready 
to ſet forth, and the Marſhals of the Field brought each of them a Speer, 
which they no ſooner had received, but they put Spurs to their Horſes, and 
ran with ſuch Violence together, that their Spears were broken in their 
Hands, then they began to ſet forward for another Courſe, charging each 
other with their Swords in ſuch violent manner, that with their Fury, they 
redounded from their Armour to the Ground, cutting off whole quarters 
of their Corſlets, and left them as a Prey for thoſe that attended the Fight. 
The Arch-prieſt ſeeing himſelf ſo ſtifly matched, gave over the Fight till 
towards the Evening (for ſuch was the Cuſtom of ihe Country, that in any 
challenged Combate, either Party might refuſe to follow the Fight ſo eagerly 
but that they might have a breathing time, ſo the Combatant were yielded 
vanquiſhed before Sun-ſet, or elſe abide the Sentance of Death) thinking 
thereby to weary out the Merchant, which the Merchant perceiving, he 

| E pre- 
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prepared to receive the Arch-prieſt couragiouſſy, when he encountred him; 
_ which being not long after, the Merchant fo redoubled his Stroaks, that 
be ſmote off one of his Ears, and his Steel Habergion, and with the Violence 
of the ſame Blow, the Merchant's Sword fell from his Hand; which the 
= Arch-prieſt ſeeing, put Spurs to his Horſe, and charged him with ſuch Vio- 
| lence, that be ran againſt the Merchant's Horſe, and thruſt out one of his 
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Eyes; tne Horſe feeling himſelf hurt, run up and down as mad, leaping and 

curvetting fo furiouſly, that he unhors'd his Rider; and ſo hard was the 
Fortune of the Merchant, that in his Fall his Foot hung in the Stirrop, 

whereby he was brought into great Danger, the Horſe hurrying him along 
the Field, that all were very ſorrowful to behold this lamentable Spectacle, 
and with the amazement thereof, grew deſperate in their Hopes. Kin 
Pepin alſo was fo diſcouraged at this difaſterous Chance, that the Tears di 
even trickle down his Cheeks, uttering many ſilent Ejaculations againſt the 
Vnkindneſs of Fortune. a 


Now that which was moſt miraculous, Was, all this time that the Mer- 
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chant was dragged up and down the Field, the Arch- prieſt could not inforce 
kis Horſe to come up unto the Merchant, baffled out to and fro, whereby he 
could not make a Prey upon the Merchant as he intended to do. But ſee, 
at the laſt, the Merchant's Horſe fell down, by which means the Merchant 
got his Leg from forth the Stirrop, and at laſt got upon his Feet like a va- 
liant and hardy Champion : the Prieſt perceiving the Merchant had reco- 
vered his Legs, came running with ſtrong Violence upon him, and thereby 
lent him five or ſix Blows upon his Shoulders, that the poor Merchant was 
even aſtoniſhed. At laſt he was forced to give back to recover Breath, and 
in a little ſpace finding himſelf ſomewhat relieved, he ſubtily gave a freſh 
Aſſault upon the Arch-prieſt, againſt whom he ſtruck with ſuch Violence, 
that the Sword fell out of his Hand, but he firſt ſo wounded him, that the 
Blood ran through his Armour upon the Earth. This fo vexed the Prieſt, 
that he grew Mad with Rage, and turned his Horſe upon the Merchant, 
minding to have over-run him ; but the Merchant obſerving his Drift, 
pared to receive him, and drawing a long Knife, punch'd it into the Belly 
of the Horſe; the Horſe being thus wounded, began to fling and leap, in- 
ſomuch, as the Prieſt was in danger to be unhorſt, and ftriving to fave him- 
ſelf, he loſt his Shield: The Merchant eſpying him thus unarmed, ran ha- 
ſtily and caught up the Shield, and threw it away, ſo that he could no more 
recover it; that done he made again towards his Horſe, and fmote him into 


the Belly with his Sword, which brought the Horſe and his Rider down to 


the Ground. The Prieſt being thus unhorſt, was very nzmble to recover 
himſelf, but the Merchant watching all opportunity, lent him ſuch a Blow, 
that as he began to riſe he laid him flat again upon the Ground, and leaping 
on him, puiled off his Helmet, thinking to have ſmitten off his Head ; che 
Arch-prieſt ſeeing himſelf in ſuch Danger, ſaid thus, Alas! my Friend, I 
pray thee take pitty on me, and give me leave to confeſs my ſelf, for I yield 
my ſelf vanquiſh'd : The Merchant hereat was very courteous, and granted 
him his defire : The Prieſt was no ſooner got on his Feet, but claſp 15. the 
Merchant in his Arms, threw him on the Ground, and leap'd upon in 
moſt ſudden Outrage, ſaying thus to the Merchant, I have now an Advan- 
tage, and from my Hands thou ſhalt not eſcape with Life, if what 1 ll 
command thee thou do not effect. Ah ! replied the Merchant, hait th 
thus betrayed me? Well, it is fo now tnat I ſtand at thy Mercy, and that 
thou maiſt do with me what pleaſeth thee ; therefore let me know hat It 
is thou commandeſt, and fa thou ſave my Life I ſha!l gladly do ir: Then hus, 
go with me before the Emperor and King Pep:n, and there open, in tne) 
hearing of all Men, teſtify, chat thou falſſy bath accuſed me, and that che. 
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hy T may be cleared of thoſe falſe Accuſations, which by thy means have 
been brought upon me: all which if you effectualty accompliſh, I ſwear and 
promiſe thee to ſave thy Life; and beſides, be a means unto the Emperor 
and his Brother to buy thee Peace and Forgiveneſs of this thy foul Fact, 
committed both againſt me and them alſo : Nay more, I ſwear to thee by 
the Faith of a Gentleman, and by the Order of Prieſthood, to give thee a 
Neece of mine in Marriage, who ſhall be to thee Rich, Fair, and of a pleaſant 
Behaviour; and to conclude, thou ſhalt ſay more than ever any of thy Kin- 
dred ever told; thou ſhalt be made more honourable and wealthy. There- 
fore now adviſe thy ſelf, whether thou wilt he made happy in an honourable 
Life, or miſerable in an untimely Death? The Merchant having heard the 
Arch-prieſt's Tale, was upon the ſudden excceding ſorrow ful, and not with- 
out Cauſe; but not knowing what to reſolve upon, heat length thus anſwer- 
ed: Sir Prieſt, your Arguments are grounded upon good Reaſons, therefore 
Lam ready to accompliſt- your Deſires, ſo that you will be mindful of your 
Cath and Promiſes. In me, quoth the Arch-prieſt, there ſhall appear no 
Fault. Why then, quoth the Merchant, let us ſet forwards to the Empe- 
ror, and there I will ſet you free from all thoſe Accuſations which hereto- 
fore I have exhibited againſt you. It is well, ſaid the Arch-prieſt, wherefore 
riſe up then, and let us go together. The Merchant had no ſooner got on 
his Feet, but he began afreſh to open all the Treaſon of the Arch-prieſt, 
even to his Teeth ; and again he took Courage, and now would requite him 
de the ſame Sawce he had ſerved him before, and ſuddenly he claſping the 
Arxch-prieſt in his Arms, threw him down, and having him at Advantage, 

he ſaid thus, Arch-prieſt, ſeeing you have taught me to play my Part, 
therefore think no more upon Confeſſions, for you ſhall confeſs to me or 
none. The Arch-prieſt ſeeing himſelf beat at his own Weapons, began 


again to intreat ; but the Merchant not regarding his Words, preſently 


put out his Eyes, and gave him ſo many deadly Blows, that he made him 
fure enough for rifing to do him any harm; then the Merchant called the 
Marſhals of the Field, and ſaid, Lo, here you may ſee that J have dene my 
bet Endeavour againſt the Arch-prieſt, and if he be vanquiſhed, ſay ſo; 
for I am ſure I have brought him to ſuch a paſs, that I may kill him out- 
right if I pleaſe ; therefore my Rogen now unto you is, That you would 
conduct Alexander the Emperor of Conſtantinople, and King Pepin of France 
hither to this Place, accompanied with their worthy Lords and Knights, 
that they may be Ear-witneſſes of the Confeſſion which the Arch-prieſt 
| ſhall make uuto them, and alſo to hear in what unjuſt manner he waged 
F Combate againſt me. 

The 
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The Marſhals did accordin g to the Requeſt of the Merchant ; and then 
preſently came the Emperor, with King Pepin, and all the Nobles, even to 
the place where the Arch-prieſt lay fully vanquiſhed. Then the Emperor 
demanded of him the Truth, which the Arch-prieſt confeſſed, declaring the 
whole Plot of his Villanies, and how by lris means the Empreſs had been 
wrongfully baniſhed. When the Standers-by heard all the whole Matter, 
a multitude of Tears were ſhed; but eſpecially the Emperor, for his Lamen- 
tations were ſo violent, that all that were about him wept with great bit- 
terneſs. Now if the Emperor were ſo forrowful, what may you think of 
King Pepin her Brother? Alas! it was not without great Cauſe, when they 
ſaw and knew, that by too much Truſt given to a trèacherous Prieſt, they 
had loſt the vertuous Lady Belliſant. Between theſe two great Princes 
there was great Joy and great Sorrow . Joy to King Pepin, that his Siſter - 
was found Innocent and Blameleſs; Sorrow to the Emperor, that he ſhould - 
be the only Means, by falſe Suggeſtions, of his Wite's Baniſhment.. At laſt . 
Lamentations were laid apart: When they had heard all the Confeſlion of 
the Arch-prieſt's Treaſons, the Emperor conſulted with his Counſel, that 
the Traytor ſhould be put into a Cauldron of hot burning Oyl, quick, and 
ſo finiſh his miſerable Days, as he had traiterouſſy ſought the Life of that 
innocent Lady. Execution was ſuddenly to be done; and it being done, 
the Aſſembly of People of all ſorts was diſmiſſed. Afterwards King - Pepin 
withdrew himſelf towards his Lodging; but the Emperor, forrowful for 
what had hapned, came before King Pepin, and humbling himſelf, began 
thus to ſay, Alas! dear Brother, I am all ſorro ful for my Error, in that 
L have fo raſhly committed ſuch a deteſtable Crime againſt my Lady, your 
Siſter, and theſe great Nobles your Attendants ; let it ſuffice that I behold - 
my own Folly : What ſhall I ſay? I can but crave Pardon for my Fault, 
and give my ſelf into your Hand, and do to me whatſoever pleaſeth you. 
And for a further Satisfaction, I render up into your Hands my Empire, 
with all the Regality thereunto appertaining ; for I am altogether unwor- 

thy to rule an Empire, that am not Maſter of my own Affections. Take 
it, I ſay, for I will be no longer ſerved ; but during the reſt of my Lite, 
become a Servant unto thee, or any, for no better have I deſerved. King 
Pepin perceiving the Emperor ſo paſſionate, and fo humble minded, kindly 
took him from the Ground, and before all his Lords, freely forgave him 
all Treſpaſſes. So that before they parted, there was a general Peace con- 
cluded, and a ſpeedy Courſe taken to ſend into all Parts of the World, to 
ſeek the diſtreſſed Lady Belliſant. Thus all things ſettled in order, King 
Pepin prepared to take his Leave of the Emperor. King Pepin having — 
en 
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ken his Leave of Conſtantinople, as you have heard, after a long Journey 
arrived in France, and ſo to Orleznce, to refreſh his long and tyred Spirits, 
toſſed to and fro in melancholly and heavy Cogitations for the woful Miſ- 
chance befallen unto his Siſter Beliſant. Peing thus ſafely arrived, and 
| ſeated at Orleance, the King was right joyful that at the laſt he had at- 
tained the Place he ſo much deſired, by reaſon it was one of the goodlieſt 
Forreſts in the Realm. Being come hither, he cauſed great Banquets to be 
made for his Welcome; which was accordingly performed. In the midſt 
of theſe Feaſtings and Revelings, the Squire that had the Charge of the Or- 
phan Valentine, took and preſented him before the King, ſaying, Dread So- 
-veraign, lo, here I preſent before you the poor Orphan, that your Majeſty 
found in the Forreſt of Orleance, and the ſame Child which you command- 
ed me to ſee brought up, not at my own Expence, dread Soveraign, but 
at your own. My Liege, the reaſon why I make tender of him unto you at 
This time, is, becauſe he is growing to Man's Eſtate ; and ſo may it pleaſe 
your Majeſty, it is time to diſpoſe him as you pleaſe. The King having 
heard the words of the Squire, called this Orphan, named Valentine, unto 
him, and took him by the Hand, and moved divers Queſtions unto him, 
all which he anſwered with much Modeſty and great Wiſdom ; and being 
Taviſhed therewith, commanded that all his Cupboard of Plate ſhouid be 
given unto him: Moreover, ſaid the King, I command, that this Orphan, 
Valentine, be dearly preſerved and kept, for that you ſhall perceive I re- 


ſpe him above common Love; I will alſo, that this Infant ſhall be nou- 
riſhed and kept with my Daughter Eglantine, ſhe is both fair, wiſe, and 


well endowed with all the richeſt Gifts of Nature. The King having gi- 
ven this Command, it was accordingly accompliſh'&*infemuch that they 
were bath under Government of one and the ſame Nurſe, and had one 
and the ſame Attendants ; yea, every way they joyed one in the Company 
of the other, in ſuch wife, that if the one was but a little abſent from the 
other, there was a kind of Lamentation till they came together again; 
but eſpecially the King's Daughter, who fo pondered on the prudent Car- 
riages of the Orphan, that ſhe became in love with him; inſomuch, that 
his Abſence brought her into a thouſand Fears, and drove her melancholly 
and diſturbed Thoughts into a thouſand Doubts and Jealouſies. 
Now Valentine was ever practiſing himſelf in Feats of Arms; as Horſe, 
Armour, juſts and Turnaments, ſtill expoling himſelf to all Dangers what- 
foever. The King wiſely beholding the Inclination of this Youth, allot- 
ted unto him what his Heart deſired, and furniſhed him with Armour, Horſe, 
Lands, Revenues, and made him Lord of rich Poſſeſſions. Being thus fur- 
| | niſhed, 
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niſned, there aroſe within the Court many ſecret Mutterings, whereby 
many People fretted ſo ſore in Envy towards him, that they uttered forth 
many reproachful words againſt him, ſaying, That when he was at the 
beſt, but a found, ſtray, poor, baſe Child, without any known Parents or 
Friends; of no gentle, nor noble Stock, and ſuch like. Whick when V- 
lentine heard, he could take no other Revenge, but fit him down and weep; 
whoſe Tears fair Eglamine perceiving, would, in a tender woman-like Af- 
fection, accompary him, even pouring out her Tears alſo for Company. At 
length, when he ſaw Tears little prevailed, he began to forſake them, and 
taking Heart, bore himſelf like a Man amongſt the greateſt in the Court, 
carrying himſelf in ſuch humble and gentle Frame, that he gained the Love 
of all Sorts and Degrees, as well Nobles as luferiours. Valentine thus 
growing up in love of the Court, and all this while his Brother Orſon 
runs in the Forreſt, all rough, and covered with Hair, like a Bear, leading 
the Life of a Beaſt; where we leave him for a while, and return unto the 
Affairs of King Pepin : It ſo chanced, that there came into Orleance, di- 
vers Ambaſſadors from the Pope, demanding Aid againſt the Sarazens, , 
Enemies of the Holy Faith, who had lately taken the City of Rome by Vio- 
lence : King Pepin underſtanding thereof by divers Letters received, ad- 
dreſſed himſelf and his Powers to make his Reſiſtance againſt this common - 
Enemy; and amongſt the reſt of his worthy Followers, he ordained this 
young Valentine a Chief Commander. Fair Eglantine hearing that Va- 
lentine ſhould make one, became wondrous heavy and ſorrowful ; for that 
ſhe loved him more than any other Creature, and ſecretly ſent a Meſſenger - 
unto him to come and ſpeak with her: And when he came, ſhe fighing 
faid unto him, Alas! Valemine, my Love, now am I quite bereft of all 
my Joy, for 1 perceive you will betake your ſelf to a dangerous War; gen- 
tle Love, leave me not fo deſolate ;, would to the Gods that I had neither 
Father nor Friend in the World to contradict my Will, then ſhouldſt thou 
ſoon perceive how my Affection ſtands to thy Perſon ; for if Wiſhes might 
avail, I ſwear by the Gods, thou art the only Man I would joyn my ſelf 
unto in the Bands of Marriage, and then ſhouldeſt thou be the King of 
France, and I Qneen. The young Man hearing her idle Imaginations, 
ſaid, Madam, leave theſe womaniſh Dotages, you know I am not a Perſon . 
fitting your Eſtate, I am a found Stray, that your Father hath cauſed long 
time to be nouriſhed for Charity ſake. I am no way fitting you, or the 
meaneſt Damoſel attending your Perſon ; make your Choice elſewhere, and 
joyn Royal Blood into yours; and fo, with all Duty, I take my leave, and 
commend you to the Gods. . Having thus ended his Speech, away he goes, . 
| leaving 
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leaving the poor Lady all heavy, deſolate, and in the midſt of mourn- 


ing. | 

By this time the King and all his Retinre were ia 2 readineſs to depart, 
and taking their Way from Orleance towards Rome, they went through a 
mighty Forreſt; and being entred, the King called his Lords and Barons 
together, and ſaid thus unto them: My Lords, it is not unknown to you, 
that in theſe Woods (as Report goeth) there liveth a ſtrange Monſter, a 
wild Man, much feared of Paſſengers, which Spectacle of Man's Shape I 
long to behold before I venture out further upon our intended Voyage to 
Rome. The Lords generally conſcated, and the Chaſe was ſuddenly appoint- 
ed. Being entred the Wood, they chaſed divers ſorts of wild Beaſts, and 
overcame them: But as for Orſon, the wild Man, none durſt adventure the 
finding forth of him, ſave only his Brother Valentine (but he knew no- 
thing) and he followed ſtill the Chaſe, hoping at laſt both to find and fight 
with him alſo. Every way they begirt the Wood, ſome one way, ſome 
another; the King himſelf venturing ſo far, that he came before a Cave 
dark and obſcure, whereas the wild Man uſed to hide himſelf. Orſon per- 
ceiving the King, ruſned out upon him, caught him within his Nails (the 
which was long and crooked) and in rough and ravenous manner caſt him 
on the Ground. The King thus ſuddenly ſurprized by a Savage, never 
look d for Life, but in a pitious manner cryed out for Help, why was ſe- 
conded by a valiant Knight at Arms, who eſpying the King to be almoſt 
ſrangkd, ſuddenly drew his Sword to have run the wild Man through. 
-Orſon perceiving the glittering Sword, left the King and run furiouſly upon 
the Knight, took him in his Arms, and overthrew him Horſe and all. The 
Horſe ſore affrighted, got up again, and in a mad Fit ran up and down.the 
Foreſt ; but as for the Rider, tho'a Knight at Arms, Orſon held him fo 
faft with his Twangs and Talons, that at laſt he pulled him to pieces. In 
The mean ſpace the King eſcaped, and meeting part of his Company, rela- 
ted to them the great Danger he had eſcaped, and the fearful Death of the 
Nnight. Theſe Tydings much amazed the reſt of the Company, yet being 
manfully reſolved, they joyned themſelves together, and marched towards 
the Cave to meet with Orſon, and either to take him alive, or put him to 
death in the Cave. Being come thither, they found the Knight dead, and 
torn in pieces, but Orſon they could not find, for the Gods had reſerved 
him to be conquered only by his Brother Valentine; of whoſe Proceedings 

you ſhall hear more hereafter. | 
So the King perceving their Labour loſt, gave over the Chaſe, and ſet for- 
wards towards Rome. After this the King ranked his Forces into Battle- 
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ray, and the great Enſign of France was given to one called Ahn Daug-

- Brethren, Gervas and Sempſon, had the whole Command of the Forces 


that then were marching towards Rome. When they were come unto, 


- - Rome, King Pepin deſired Battle, and would fain underſtand the ſtate that 


the City now ſtood in under the Conqueſt of the Sarazens ;. but it was told 
him, he ſhould not be too inquiſitive of thoſe Affairs; for the Admiral of 
the Saraxens had firprized the City, and put multitudes to the Sword, and. 
and had ſpoiled and defaced all the Churches, and made them Temples for” 
their heatheniſh Idols; and he conſtrained the Pope, with his Cardinals, 
Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops, Priors, Monks, Friers, and all the Ecclefha$1car” 
Perſons for to ſerve at their heatheniſh Altars, and to Sacrifice to ther 
Devils, after the Cuſtom of the Heathens. When King Pepin underſtood 
hereof, he was much enraged, to hear that the Chriſtians were thus capti- 
vated by the Heathens ; wherefore he advanced nearer to the City, and 
there having aſſembled all his Forces, he began to draw them into- divers 
Squadrons, meaning thereby to give them a ſudden Aſſault ; for his Fury 
was fo great againſt theſe heatheniſh Sarazens, that he vowed Revenge upon 
them; but taking better Advice, he reſerved himſelf and his Army for a 
Seaſon. What after befel ſhall be delivered at large, hen fit Occaſion. 
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the Admiral of the Sarazens, and flew him, whereby the City was relieved, 
and won again fromthe 'Sarazens.” 8 9 


Ks Pepin being thus come to Rome, beſieged it, and after ſome Days 
ſpent, he called about him his Barons, Knights, and mighty Men of 

War, and began to ſpeak unto them in this manner: My Lords, and Fol- 

lowers, you well know that this heatheniſn Admiral, Enemy to the Chri- 
ſtian Faith, and Church of Rome, hath put many Chriſtians to the Sword, 
and violently troddeꝑ under Foot all fuch as withſtood his Power; therefore 
it is our Duties to commiſerate their Eſtate that are thus overthrown, and 
to try the Fortune of a Battle amongſt thoſe heatheniſh Pagans; and either 
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have done before: Wherefore I, King Pepin, reſting upon this Reſolution, - 
would fain find out a Man to bear to the proud Admiral a Letter of Defiance 7. 
in my Name. King Pepin having finiſhed: his Speech, there was none among ft 
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ped before the King, and began to ſpeak on this manner: Mighty Sove- 
aun ſo you be pleaſed to give me leave, I ſhall undertake the Meſſage, 
and ſhall no whit fear to ſpeak both to the Pagan Admiral, and to the whole 
| Hoſt of Pagans, were their Multitude twice as many as they be, and my 
Return ſhall make Proof that I have done my Meſſage both with Honour 
and Advantage to your Majeſty.» The King hearing Valentine thus for- 
ward, and of ſuch undoubted and valiant Reſolution, was right joyful, and 
all thoſe of his Princely Train greatly marvelled at this his magnanimous 
Spirit. Hereupon the King called forth unto him a Secretary, willing 
him to draw a Letter of Defiance, and deliver the ſame to Valentine. Va- 
tentine prepared himſelf thereunto, and no ſooner had he received the Let- 
ter- ut he took his Leave of the King and all his Train, and being bravely 
mounted, he took his Way towards Rome, and ſo to the Palace where the 
Admiral lay: So coming thither, be came before the Admiral, and ſalu- 
ted him after this manner: The Gods preſerve the Noble and Puiſſant 
King Pepin, my Lord and Soveraign ; and Mahomer- whom thou ſerveſt, 
fave and defend thee, redoubted Admiral. When Valentine had thus ſpo- 
ken, the Admiral rouzed him from his Chair, and with fierce and frowning 
Brows, replied thus unto him: Meſſenger return, and get thee gone out of 
my. fight, and ſay thus unto King Pepin : Will him either to renounce his 
Faith, and believe on Mahomet, or elſe let him look to receive no other 
| Sentance than Death; and ſo deſtroy him, together with all his Lords and 
Kingdom: Get thee gone, and make here no longer abode ; Go, I ſay, 
reply not a word, for my Heart is all inraged that fo long I ſuffer thee. 
Again, I tell thee, that for thy part, thou haſt committed a haughty En- 
rize, thus to enter my Palace to deliver any ſuch Meſſage unto me. 
Whegefore I aſſure thee, by the heighth of Majeſty, if that I did aſſured- 
ly know, that what thou haſt done were through Pride of Heart and Inſo- 
lency, thereby to make a Mock at our Majeſty, thou ſhouldſt never re- 
turn to King Pepin, to carry an Anſwer to thy proud Maſter's Letters. 

: Valentine hearing theſe furious words ſounding from. the Admiral, be- 
gan to be afraid; wherefore deliberating with himſelf what to reply, he 
mildly ſaid, High and mighty Emperor, do not imagine that by Pride I 
am come before you; for when you ſhall underſtand the manner of my com- 
ing, you will be aſtoniſhed thereat. Why then, quoth the Admiral, fay 
on, tell us how thou art come, for I ſwear by Mahomer, L. ſhall take great 
- Pleaſure in hearing thee relate thine Enterprize. Then ſaid Valentine, Sir, 
| it is, that 1 was accuſed. to King Pepin for a Coward, and that ſince 
came to this War, I would ſecretly have ſtolen away from the Camp, 
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and returned again into Fance; for which, great Admiral, the King had 


me in great Diſgrace, and vowed the next Morning to ſmite off my Head. 
perceiving my elt in this Danger, I ſought rather to {ave my Life, than to 

loſe my Life and Honour; and therefore gave it forth throughout the Court, 
that I would undertake to come unto your Court, to defie you on the King's 


behalf, and therewithal, that I would Challenge you to break three Spears 


with you in ſingle Combate, to try your Valiantry,and to win my loſt Ho- 
nour that I told unto you: Wherefore my Requeſt is, that your Great- 
neſs would grant me my Requeſt, otherwiſe | dare not return again, leſt 
the King put me to death. The Admiral hearing this pitiful Tale of Va- 
lentine, ſaid unto him, Son, I do ſwear by AMMabomet, that thun Malt not 
be refuſed, but at this Inſtant I offer thee the Juſts; and to the End that 
thoſe French-men that lye in Siege before the City may have a Sight. there- 
of, I will ordain the Place of Juſting to be without the City. Valentine 
humbly thanked him, and in token of his Acceptance and feigned Love, he 
fell down and kiſſed the Feet of the Admiral. Valentine grew into great 
Fayour in the AdmirzPs-Conrts ; but yet it often troubled his Mind, dat 
he could not know who were his Parents. But while he beſtowed his 
wandring Thoughts here, the Admiral ſaid thus unto him: Fair Son, me- 
thinks you are very penſive. *Tis true, quoth he, arid not without Cauſe, 
for I am afraid that I ſhall be ſlain in theſe Juſts; wherefore my Requeſt 
is, That I may have a Confeſſor to give me Abſolution for my Sins. Then 
the Admiral commanded that a Prieſt ſhould be brought him : The Prieſt 
being come ſaid unto Valentine, Now Confeſs you unto me. Valentine 
getting the Prieſt aſide, he ſaid thus unto him: Sir, you are a Chriftian 
Prieſt, and you ought moſt to defend the Chriſtian Eaith, wherefore heark- 


en to what I ſhall tell you, for it is a thing requireth great Secreſie. Thus 


it is, you know that this Day I am to Juſt with the heatheniſh Admiral, 
the greateſt Enemy of Chriſtian People; now I am well afſrred, that a 
great number of the Sarazens will iſſue forth of the City, to be Eye-witneſ- 
ſes of theſe Juſts to be held without the City: Therefore you ſhall give 
Warning to all Chriſtians, to keep within the Walls, arming themſelves 
in a readineſs, and cloſely keep it from the Ears of the Pagans, ſo that 
when the Pagans are come forth to behold the juſts, the Chriſtians ſud- 
denly ſhall ſurprize the Guards that keep the Gates; and if any Mutiny a- 
riſe, let them keep out thoſe that are out. And ſend a Meſſenger to King 
Pepin of what is | Gra that he with his Army may come unto them that 


are without, while thoſe within are ſet on by the armed Chriſtian; ; fo be- 
Sirting them on every ſide, that in the End we may make ſuch a Slaughter 
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former Liberty. So having ended his Speech, the Prieſt departed. The Ad- 
miral commanded Valentine to be led into his Chamber to dine, giving them 
charge he ſhould be honourably attended at the Board. Being ſet among ma- 
ny Lords, he behaved himſelf gently and mildly towards all. Dinner being; 
done, the Admiral called unto him a Nephew of. his, named Sz/aras, com- 
manaing him to ſee Valentine as well armed at all points as himſelf ; and 
more- over charged his Nephew to deliver unto Valentine the beſt Horſe in 
his Stable. Salatas having received this Command from his Uncle the Ad-

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him. Valentine perceiving their Intent, with a reſolute Courage, put Spurs 
to his Horſe, and with his Sword drawn, ruſped thro? the thickeſt of the Pa- 
gans, aud ſle many af them as he paſſed. King Pepin with his Hoſt came 
up to the Aid of Valentine, but he was ſo beſet by the Pagans, that he was 
ſmitten off his Horſe ; Which Falentine eſpy ing, came up-to the Reſcue of 
the King, fo that he horſed him again.

but eſpecially at Rome : So that all the Inhabitants round about gave im- 
mortal Praiſe to Pepin King of France, and by the general Applauſe of the. 
Peaple, he was created Emperor, and Crowned. by the Pope. King Pepin 
did many goodly Acts in his time, adminiſtring Juſtice to all. This hap-

Chap. VIII. How Haufrey and Henry repined at the Love the King did ſhew 
towards Valentine. 
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lng Pepin having expelled the Pagans out of Rome, he took his way 
| back towards Orleance; and being there arrived, he was joyfully wel- 
comed by Bertha his Queen, and her little Son Charlemain, and her fair 
Daughter Eglantine; and their Joy appeared ſo much the more, for that Va- 
lentine, who accordingly came unto her; and when ſhe ſaw him, ſhe ſaluted 
him kindly, and with an amorous Countenance, began thus unto him: TA. 
ſentine, you abova all the reſt are moſt welcome; and well ought it fo to be, 
for Fame hath blown forth her Trumpet of your Triumph; and Report ſay: 
you are the only Champion that drove the Pagans ont of Rome. Valentins 
replyed, Madam, I can hinder no Man to ſpeak what plcaſeth him; but as 
for my ſelf, I have done little deſerving Praiſe; but it hath pleaſed the King 
your Father, to do me that great Honour, even ſo much, as all the Days of + 
my Life Lam not able to make the leaſt part of Recompence. And as he. 
| | ſpake 
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ſpake theſe words, Haufrey and Henry, two Men compoſed of all nvy 
entred the Chamber of Eglantine ; and ſeeing him, began thus to peak: 
Valentine, what have you to do here in the Chamber of our Siſter? It is

no Place for ſuch Straglers as you are; this your Boldneſs is not to be 


born; no Man knows of whom you are, therefore we adviſe you to be 
warned, that you attempt not the like again, leſt you dearly buy theſe your 
Preſumptions. Valentine hearing theſe words, anſwered : Wrong-me not, 
for 1 centred not the Chamber of your Siſter to her Diſhonour : What 
though I be Poor, and know not of whence I am, yet I am not fo Baſe as 
to offer Violence unto one deſcended from the Blood of Kings : And fur- 
ther, 1 promiſe and vow never to come near her Chamber again: And 
therewithal departed, leaving the Lady very penſtve all alone: Falentire 
haſted to the Palace, to wait upon the King at Dinner, where was in pre- 
ſence Haufrcy and Henry, and the Duke of Myllain Dauglar, who likewiſe 
waited upon the King during Dianer-time. Dinner being finiſhed, the 
King aroſe, and called to Valentine, and in hearing of all the Nobles, be- 
gan thus to ſay : My Lords, here is Valentine, that hath well deſerved at 


F our Hands, and that ſaved my Life when I was in Danger: therefore to 


the End you may take Knowledge of his good Service towards me, I freely 


give him the Earldom of Clarimont of Avergne ; and when I can beſtow 


more upon him, he ſhall not be forgotten. Yalcn#ne gave him many Thanks, 
ſaying, That he had heaped upon him more Honours than he could any 
ways deſerve. Haufrey and Henry hearing theſe words, grew greatly male- 
content ; and at laſt Henry began to talk with his Brother after this man- 
ner. This found Fellow, I perceive, grows in great Favour with the King,

The King hearing theſe words of his Son, ſaid : Away, 
for thy Speech ſavoureth of nothing but Envy : What though he be poor, 
of low Birth, and found in a Foreſt, yet 1 find him to me true and truſty, 
and of gentle Carriage; and to me ſeemeth to be born of more noble Pa- 
rentage than thou art: Leave off theſe thy malicious and bitter Speeches

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cended of more noble Lineage than as yet to us appeareth. And I, for 
my part (for the divers Vertues that are daily ſeen in him) am willing that 
he go to my Daughter when ever he pleaſe, for Jam well aſſured, that no 
Diſhonour can he offered out of a Branch of ſuch a generons Spirit. 

Haujrey hearing the King make this Apolony on rhe behalf of Valentine, 
was fore diſpteaſed in Heart; but fetting a good Face on the Matter, diſ- 
ſembles his Countenance for that time; but it ſeemed Valentine well obſer- 
ved him, and at lait brake forth into theſe words: Haufrey, without any 


Cauſe given on my part, you have fyeken ill of me, and your Will is, that 


I ſhould undertake the Fight and Conquelt of the wild Man, only to this 
End, that 1 might end my Days, and fo your Reverge be accompliſh'd upon 
me: Well, be it fo, here before the King I take a folemn Oath, that 4 
| will take the Enterprize upon me, and find out the wild Man; and havin 
found him, will ight him, aud either bring him alive or dead, or elſe leave 
my dead Carcaſ as a Witneſs in the open Eieid. But if I conquer and live, 
I will never more he ſen in this Country till I have found the Father that 
begot me; as alſo bring to light whether I was law fully begotten in Wed- 
lock, and how I came to be left an Infant in the Wood. The King under- 
| ſtanding well what Danger Valentine had plung'd himſelf into, grew ex- 
ceeding angry againſt his two Sons, curſing them, for that they were the 
| Cauſe of this Enterprize ; for he loved Valentine more than any, and at laſt 
called unto Valentine, and faid, My Child, adviſe you well what you un- 
dertake, for to fight with the wild Man is Deſperation it ſelf; for you 
cannot be ignorant how many valiant Men and worthy Champions have by 
| him been overcome; and others likewiſe of valiant account, that hath for- 
| faken this Combate : Therefore, I ſay, let not the evil words of a few ma- 
{ licious Men make you deſperate in loſing your Life. For, my Child, it is far 
better to endure all the bitter words of Envy, which is accounted Vertue, 


than to hazard one's Life againſt ſuch a Monſter and no Man. Valentine re- 


| pty'd, Pardon me my Liege, for I will never revoke my intended Purpoſe : 
They call me found Brat,which ieves my very Soul, for indeed I know not 


1 what I am, nor of what place; but I reſt determin'd, and ſo take my leave; 


for tomorrow Morning will I ſet forward to my intended Enterprize. Ha- 
ving taken his lcave, marvel not if the fair Lady Eglantine made great La- 
mentation for what had hapned ; but the next Morning by break of Day, 
de called one of her Maidens, and ſaid, Go to Valentine, and bid him 


come and ſpeak v ith me before his Departure; bid him fear no Danger of 


Life, for! would fain take my leave of him. The Damſel did as the Lady 


commanded: and when ſhe came to V. Aenti ne, ſhe found him mounted on 


Horſe- 
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Horſe-back, and ſhe did her Meſſage unto him. He underſtanding her Er- 
rand, faid unto her; Damſel, I know the Love to be great between the La 
dy Eglantine and me, yet | would not with her to deſire that that wil! turn 
to her Diſhonour : But envy is of ſo great a Power, that it never leaves them 
whom once it poſſeſſeth. For certain it is, that Haufray and Henry (Bre- 
thren to your Lady) have at me great and malicious Hearts, and will purſue 
me, even unto Death, if it were poſſible; wherefore, fair Damſel, bear 
her this Anſwer, which you heard me tell, and bid her think no Evil 
thereof; and further, that ſhe'd hold me in Excuſe, that I refuſe to come;

\ TOW is YValentine upon his Journey, accompanied only with his Page; 
whither being come, he put his Helmet on his Head, and ſent him 
back again: So he rode forth all that Day, ſeeking the Wild-man, but he 
could not find him; © the night drawing on, he deſcended from his Horſe, * 
and tyed him up to a Tree; having fo done, he refreſhed his Body withe |; 
ſuch Victuals as he had; and when he had exten, and the Day ſhut in, he for 
Fear, berook himſelf to the Top of a Tree, and there abod e all that Night. 
In the Morning, as ſoon as Day appeared, he looked round about, and at- 
laſt eſpied his Brother Orſon running through the Forreſt, at length the. 
Wild- man came to the Place where Valentine had tyed his Horſe, who much 
wondring at the Beauty of him, began to claw him with hüs long Nails, 
thinking thereby to rouze up the Courage of the Horſe; for he had never.

Orſon under- 
ſtanding by Signs he meant his Good, fell down upon his Rnees, and ſtretch- 
ed forth his Hands towards his Brother, making Signs unto him, to forgive 
him, and he would commit himſelf under his Command ; and with further 
Signs promiſed, that, during his Life, he would aſſiſt him both in Body and 
| Goods. This happening thus, it was great Joy to Valentine, in that he had 
conquered the Wild-man, which ſo many Knights durſt not meddle with- 
al; for by this only he had won himſelf more Honour than any Knight 
that lived in France. All this hard Adventure now knitting up in this man- 
ner, he took Orſon by the Hand, and ſhewed him by Signs, that he ſhould 
go on before him till they were out of the Wood, for he would not truſt him. 
behind; and being out of the Wood, Valentine took off one of his Girths, and 
bound both his Hands faſt npon his Body, that he ſhould not Attempt 

again to do him any Hurt; and in this manner, being bound, he mounted 

| on Horſe-back, and led the Wild-man after him, like a Beaſt, who never 

reſiſted ; which was a Thing moſt of all to be wondfed at. | 

| Valentine took his way towards Orleauce; but y muſt imagine he could 

not reach there in one Day, therefore he detergiin'd to lodge at the next 
Town or Village; being come thither, he though here to take his Reſt that 

| Night, but the Inhabitants perceiving the wild Man, every Man ran into 

| his Houſe, ſhutting up their Doors; and for Fear, durſt not offer once to 

look out on him; Valentine perceiving them full of Fear, cryed out unto them,

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ſaying, Open your Doors every Man, and fear not, for we are come only for* 
Lodging; yet for all this, they would not give him Succour. At laſt, ſee- 
ing neither Intreaty or Threatning would prevail, he Swore moſt bitterly, 
That if they would not receive him into their Houſes, to reſt there that Night, be 
would looſe the Wild-man among ſt them; ſcill he proceeded to intreat for Lodg- 
ing, but none would give it him. At laſt, as he had threatned fo he did; 
and letting looſe the Wild-man, he made him Signs how he ſhould run 
againſt ſuch a Gate, which was an Inn, the which ke did; and wringing a 
Poſt from out of the Earth, he therewi#mmal flung them open, with ſuch Vi- 
olence, that they fell off the Hooks upon the Ground. Valentine ſeeing the 
ay opened in this manner, entred the Houſe, and the wild Man with 
him: But when they within ſaw the Gate broken Down, all forſook the 
Houſe, and ran out at the Back-door, leaving all to Valentine, and his beaſt- 
ly Gueſt: Valentine perceiving them all fled, went to the Stable, and ſet 
his Horſe, and dreſſed him; and Orſon in the mean Time went into the 
Kitchen, where there was Capons, and divers other Proviſions of 
Fich, upon a Spit Roaſting at the _ Valentine made Signs to Orſon that 
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he ſnould turn the Spit; but as ſoon as Orſon underſtood the Meaning, he 
ſet his horny Tallons upon the Meat, and tore it from the Spit, devouring 
it as greedily as a ravenous Wolf; w den he had torn the Meat in pieces, he 


eſpied a Could ron of Water ſtanding by, inte which he put his Head like a 


Horſe, and drank Water unmeaſura bly. Valentine perceiving him to be a- 
thirſt, made Signs unto him, that he ſhould forſake the Water, and he would 


give him Wine and therewithal took a Pot, and led him into the Cellar 


when Valentine had drawn the Pot full, he gave it unto Or/on, who ſet it 
to his Month; and taſting the Liquor, found it to be very good, drinking ſo 
freely thereof, that ne drank out all the Wine, and afterward threw the Pot 
againſt the Ground, making a Sign for more: Valentine fulfilled his Signs, 
and filled him the Pot again; but Orſon eſpying a little Bowl- diſh, he put 
the Wine into it, and carried it into the Stable to Valentine's Horſe : ; bur 
Valentine perceiving that, made Signs unto him, that his Horſe drank no- 
thing but Water; yet Orſon Mewed again by Signs, that Wine was a great 
deal better than V. ater. Many other "Accidents | happened while they were 
in the Houſe, which here we will paſs over ; for the Night was ſo far ſpent, 
that Reſt were fitter for them than Meat. i alextive haſted him to Supper, 
making Orſcr to bear him Company (after his kind) but 07% drank fo free- 
ly of the Wine which Valentine gave him, that he became drunk; and in the 
end got him to the Fire, and fell faſt alleep. Valentine ſceing what had hap- 
ned, faid, Now do perceive there is neither any Strength nor Reſiſtance 
in this wild Man, for if 1 w ould, I could ſuddenly here end his Days: 
but in regard he would make further Tryal of him, he punched againſt kim 
with his Foot ſo hard, that it awaked him: Being awaked, he made Signs 
unto him that there was People about the Houſe; with that Orſon ſuddenly 
aroſe, as in a Trance, and catching up a great Log within the Chimney, he 
ran againſt the Gate 'of the Houſe, that he made all ſhake again; at which 
ſudden Action Valentine fell into a great Laughter; Which Orſen perceiving, 


let all alone, and betook himſelf to reſt again. Valentine made unto him 
another Sign, that he ſhould fear nothing, for he would he his Watch- -man, 


but Or ſon would not ſleep 2gain but with the Log in his Arms: And Ws. 
lentine did as he had promiſed nnto Orſon, and watched a'l that Night, fear- 
ing the Inhabitants, leſt that they ſhould grow into an Uproar; for they 
were ſo greatly poſſeſſed with Fear, that they forſook their Honſes, and ran 
eycry one to the Church, and all that Night fo tumHlcd the Bells backward, 

that e er the Morning came, all the Village was filled with Men of War.

; both. This cauſed an Out-cry in the Chamber, whereat came all the Ba- 

rons of the Court to know the Cauſe of this ſudden Clamour; bat when 
ö they under ſtood that Oxſon had dealt fo violently with the King's Sons, 
they would have killed him with their Swords: Valentine perceiving their 
Fury to ariſe, drew his Sword, and ſwore, That if any of them offered Vio- 
| lence to Orſon, he would run them thorough : This ſaid, he made a Sign to 
him to be ſtill, and fo reſted himſelf for that time. Haufray and Henry 
went to their Father, making unto him great Complaint againſt Valentine 
and the wild. Man, ſaying, Father, in an ill Hour was this Valentine born, 
for he hath brought hither the wild Man only to work our overthrow; and 
if you put him not to death, he will ſhortly do the like againſt your Royal 
Perſon.

Nobles that were there afſembled, and Orſon went here and there round 
about the Palace; at laſt he came unto the Kitchen, where the Cooks were 


making ready Supper, and being there, he eſpied two Capons ready for ; 
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the Fire, made towards the Capons, ſet upon them, and eat them up raw 
like a hungry Dog: The Cook ſeeing him eat up his Capons, took a Peſtle 
that lay by him, and lent him {ach a Blow, that he made him bow there- 
with; Orſon feeling the Blow, ſtooped down, and took the Cook up be- 
tween the Legs, and threw him down upon the Grouad, and when down, 
he ſo belaboured the poor Cook, that he had like to have beat him to death. 
Tydings was brought unto the King, that Orſon had flain the Cook, and 
none dutſt come near him. The King hearing thereof, willed him to be 
brought before him, and made Signs unto him that he ſhould be hanged. 
But Or ſen fetched the Peſtle, and made Signs how the Cook had beaten him 
- therewith ; wherefore the King commanded, that none ſhould offer him 
any Injury. So after that, Valentine taught him Manners, how he ſhould

Alas! dear Father, your Loye to me is the only Cauſe of all theſe 
diſaſterous Chances. Thus fell Fon into a dangerous Fit of Diſcontęnt, 
inſomuch, as with this extremity of * ſhe had well nigh RR 1 
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7s, had not the reſt of the Ladies attending laboured to comfort her in 
nis xreat Sorrow, Wherewith ſhe was almoſt overcome. Whilſt the Lady 
ves thus oppreſſed with Sorrow, the Green Knight triumphed over the wor- 
ty Duke, caaſing him to be brought before him into his Pavillion; and ha- 
ing him there, began to revile him in this diſdainful manner: Duke, now 
no perceiveſt that thou art my Vaſſal, and that I have pewer over thy Life; 
this that I ſpeak thou canſt not deny, therefore let me tell thee what thou 
Malt expect from my ſacred Lips ; either give me thy Daughter Fezon-to 
Wife, and ſo redeem thy Lyfe, or elſe I will have her againſt thy Will, lead- 
Ing her amongſt rough Mountains, and there royally Crown her Queen of 
thoſe craggy Manſions. The Dake hearing theſe proud Menaces, began thus 
to reply: Proud and inſdlent Saen, know this, that I will never give Con- 
ſent that thou have my Daughter, except thou alſa;ſabſcribe tobe Bapti- 
ed. The Green Knight hearing him ſay ſo, reply d: Urge me not further, 
10r 1 am-wholly bound to Aſabhomet, wherefore once again 1 tell thee, ex- 
cept. thou yield to my Demand, I will firſt make thee finiſh thy Days miſe- 
rably, and after v/ards conſume all Aquatain to Aſhes ; and after that put to 
The Sword all that come in my way, Men, Women, and Children. The 
Duke hearing this Pagan thus reſolute, began again in this manner: Pagan, 
the Gods protect me from thy Cruelty; for L had rather rely on their Pow- 
er than chine.

ter into my Hand, 9 my lawful Wife. Theſe Articles being produced, 
. the Dake willingly agreed thereunto ; ſo the Truce was accordingly pro- 
= chimed. Theſe Agreements thus concluded, the Green Knight gave leave 
that Duke ſhould depart, upon Conditions, that he ſhould Swear to 
keepCovenaats, not only for the preſent, but during his Life. The Duke 
being thus delivered, made his repair to Aquitain, whither being come, he 
= cauſed open Proclamation to be made of thoſe Conditions whereunto he had 
ee ſobſcribed concerning his ſaid Daughter; and withal the Truce ts-Y 
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me leave, I will adventure my Strength upon

Uring this time of the Truce between Duke Sevary and the Greejs 
. Knight, King Pepin had taken his Journey againſt his Enemies at 
s, accompanied with a mighty Hoſt ; being come before the City with

88 he ſet upon King Lempatris, who had alſo brought into the 
Field a Hundred Thouſand Men: Lampatris was King of Sires, Holland, 
and Fixeland, with the County of Monemarch; in which ſtood a very

Every one 
of theſe worthy Knights viewed theſe Letters, yet none of them all durſt 
undertake the Enterprize ſave only Valentine, who perceiving them all re- 
fuſe it, ſaid thus unto the King, Dread Sovereign, if it pleaſe you to give

5 ed. Valentine, ſaid W 
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uc thou no Care whence thou art, for it reſteth in my — to make thee 
greater than any Man within my Court: And for that I find thee willing 
zo go to Aquitain, I freely give thee Leave; but on Condition, That after 
thou haſt tried thy Manhood with the Green Knight, thou return, if thou 
eſcape with Life: Valentine yielded to the King in his Demand, and fo, 
taking Leave, he ſhortly after prepared for his journey... When 'Exlentine 
1 that he would go to Ahquitain, ſhe was very ſorrow ful, and at laſt, in 
the midſt of Tears, ſent for Valentine to come to her; Valentine promiſed 
the Meſſenger to be with her anon, which accordingly he performed; and 
being come, ſhe burſt out in Tears, faying, Ah Valentine! now 1 do well 
perceive that all my Joys are at an end. and that you are reſolved to leave 
this Country of Frauce Ah! would it might be my good Hap to go with 
ou, for there is not a Man living whom I hold fo dear as you, and, were 
— I curbed by my Birth, I would make thee my Husband. And that thou 
maiſt the better perceive my true Intent, take thou here the Keys of my 
Treaſure, and take what pleafeth thee, for there is great ſtore ; and the 
Gods give thee Succour in all thy Knightly Enterprixes. Lady, tuoth he, 
Silver and Gold I need none; but that which moſt of all diſtempereth my 
Breaſt, is, That I cannot learn of my Deſcent: Moreover, one thing more 
troubleth me as much as the other, which is, that I bare upon one of my 
. Croſs, and is of the Colour of Gold, of which Sign I know 
not what to gather; but reſolve thus, never to reſt i in any Place until ſuch 
. * time as I have found out the Place of my Nativity. And ſo, loving Lady, 
IL take my Leave, earneſtly requeſting you to ſtop the Current of thoſe 
Tears: And withal, I vow, that if | find my+Birth anfwerable to the Ma- 
Jeſty from whence you are deſcended, to take yon as my only Choice to 
Wife, forſaking all other. On the other fide, having found out my Birth, 
and perceiving it not anſwerable to yours, I would not be your Husband 
For all the Wealth in the World; for malicious Tongues in time to come 
will ſay, Where's the Brethren, Siſters, or Couſins of this Runagade, that 
hath preſumed to match himſelf unto the Daughter of our mighty King 
Pepin ? Having ſpoh u theſe Words, he departed, leaving Eglantine full of 
Grief. But when ſhe had ſome little time fat ſtill, ſne could not be ſatis- 
hed, but offered to follow him whitherfoever he went ; and in conciution, 
bronght him ſome part of his Way, being accompanied with divers of the 
Nobility. Valentine being departed, Haufray and Henry were right glad, 
privily conſpiring how to bring it to paſs, & that he par”, Orſon, who weut 
along with him, might by Tyeachery c — an untimely 1 he 
ntine 
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Valentine and Orſon having taken their Leave of King Pepin, addreſſed 
themſelves for Aquitain. Being on their Way, Hauſray and Henry con- 
ſulted together, joining to their Aid a Third, who was Couſin to them, 
how they might lye in Ambuſh to ſet upon Valentine and Orſen, to work 
their Deſtruction : which Number was about Thirty able Men. This Plot 
being thus come to Perfection, charge was given to theſe Warlike Men, 
that if they could not overcome Valentine and his Brother Orſon to. Death, 
yet they ſhould lay hold on Falentine, and keep him ſafe. The Place ap- 

inted where this ſhould be done, was a very large and great Forreſt, thro? 
which they muſt needs paſs. Not long after the Ambuin was pitched, it 
chanced that Valentine came riding along, with Orſon running by his fide” 
ſwifter than any Horſe ; who coming near the Place where theſe Men lay,

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tered theſe un welcome Words, Valentine, either yield thy ſelf Captive, or 
receive thy Death. Valentine, as a Man all amazed, was ſomewhat mov- 
eld at the Sight of his Blood, and conſidering how he was encompaſs d with 
| a Multitude of his Enemies, recommending his Innocency unto the Gods, 
at laſt ſpoke on this manner: My Lords, ſpeaking to Haufrey and Henry, 
I fee ane have determined my Days by Treaſon, and without Cauſe 
on my part given, but yet I aſſure you, that before I yield my ſelf into 
your Hands, or br fore this Day's Sun be ſet, I ſhall ſend ſome of you here 
preſeat into ſucb a Country, that yo! ſhall ſcarcely ever return again to 
bring Tydings f your Valour, And therewithal drew forth his Sword, 
and gave the fir t that encountered him ſuch a Blow upon the Head, that he 
clave him to the Teeth, and there he lay for dead : After that, he be- 
took him towards the reſt, with ſuch Violence, that at every Stroak one fell 
before him. Orſon perceiving his Brother thus to lay about him, began to 
rouze himſelf, and with his rough Hands and piercing Tallons, rent and 
tore all that came in his way, and ſo bit them with his Teeth, that they fell 
groveling upon the Ground one upon another, where he trampled over them 
like dirt, pinching them with his Feet, Valentine ſeeing Orſon thus beſtir 
kimſelf, held up his Bloody Sword, defending himſelf, and offending his 
Enemies ſo valiantly, that they all for ſook them, and durſt not ſtay within 
their ſight : Grygar, their Captain, perceiving all his Men thus killed and 
overcome, cryed out with a loud Voice on this manner: Valentine, yet 1 
wiſh thee yield, or elſe look for nothing but Death. Valentine hearing theſe 
inſulting Words, made towards Grygar, and in a furious manner aſſailed 
| him, but being too forward, he plunged himſelf into the Throng, that he 
was encloſed round about, keeping off Orſon with their long Spears, Being 
thus begirt with Enemies, he till behaving himſelf ſo valiantly, that none 
durſt lay Hands upon him, till atlaſt they gathered in fo cloſe upon him, that 
he was overcome with Multitudes, and being not able any longer to wield 
his Sword, they took him, bound him, and carry'd him away.

alive or dead; but in vain they followed, for de out run them, and ſo 
_ eſcaped. Thoſe that had the C of Valentine, brought him to a Caſtle 
ſanding ia the midſt of a ey, by a notable Thief, who was Cou- 
ſin-german to Grygar ; Fulemine being entered the Caſtle-gate, they en- 
treated himeyilly, and con veyed him to a deep Dungeon, which grieyed him 
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to the Heart, inſomuch that he burſt ot into theſe Speeches: Alas! now is 
that come upon me which I ever fearid, for I am fallen into the Hands 
of my deadlieſt Enemies; and thoſe thit have ever ſought my Life. Fare- 
wel King Pepin, for I fear I ſhall never ſee thee more; and thac which 
moſt vexeth me, is that they ſhall never underſtand the Truth of my Death, 
for the Stench of this loathſome Dungeon doth even ſtop my Breath. . Fare- 
wel Orſon, for thou haſt already ſiffered Death for my fake; and more 
could no Man do, even as much as if thou hadſt heen my natural Brother. 
Farewel my dear Mother alſo, whom I have ever laboured to find out, that 
I might ſee and know her, but my Hopes areall fruſtrated, for I now muſt 
dye without the Knowledge of what Parentage | am deſcended. Thus he 
lamented, whilſt his Enemies determine what ſhall be done to him : Some 
were of Opinion to put him to death ; others, that he ſhould be committed 
to a perpetual Impriſonment, But Grygar, being Lord over the reſt, 
would not yield he fhould be put to death, but rather to keep him in Priſon, _ 
tit Haufray and Henry have received Knowledge of their Proceedings. 
Having thus ſetdown their Reſolution, they determine to take their Jour- 
ney towards Paris, where the King then lay; to meet with Haufray and 
Herry, who entertained them royally, being right glad that Valentins 
was fallen into their Hands. Now nnderſtand, hat Orion all that Night 
was fain to reſt within the Woods, lying down at the Root of a Tree; the 
Morning being come, he took his Way towards Paris, never reſting till h 
came into the Preſence of King Pepin : Being come thither, by Signs an 
Tokens he ſhewed the manner of the taking of Valentine; but yet for all 
the haſt he made, Grygar arrived at the Court before him. Haufray and 
Henry where much grieved that Orſon had eſcaped; but all their Comfort 
was he could not ſpeak, thinking thereby for to eſcape from Miſtruft 
and Suſpicion, but their Hopes were ſoon laid in the Duſt, as hereafter will 
appear. 

Pe nex Day the two Brethren had appointed that Grygar ſhould return 
in all haſt to the Caſtle, to put Valentine to Death, thereby thinking all 
their Treaſon might paſs undiſcovered. But ſee how it came about, 
that all their Counſels were quite overthrown ; for Orſon came unto the 
King's Palace that Morning, and growing towards Dinner-time, the Ta- 
bles being all prepared, the King, accompanied with ſundry Nobles, Ba- 
rons, and Knights, came in, and every took his Place. The King 


being ſet, and caſting his Eyes about, ſuddenly eſpied Orſon, whom when 

be beheld, he thought by him that Valentine was not far off, but it fell out 

contrary. Orſon ran through the Hall, making a lamentable Noiſe, and

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knocking his Breaſt in a most hidoys and fearful manner, which drove the 
King in ten Thouſand Fears, 21 an the reſt who beheld this lamentable 
Spectacle. Orſon ran along by the Tahle, looking very hercely upon every 
Man, and making many fearful Signs : Amongſt the reſt, at the lat he 
lighted upon the Traytor Grygar, who efpying Orſen hung his Head in 
his Boſom : Orſon having once got the Sight of him, run furiouſly upon 
hin, and gave him ſuch a ſturdy Strock, that he ſmote off his Ears; after 

he hegen to lav upon his Face, infomuchthat he put out one ot his Eyes, and 
broke one of his Teeth. Grygar being thus wounded, began to cry out for 
Help; but Orſon hearing him make ſuch an Uproar, ran again upon him, 
and gave him ſuch a ſturdy Stroak, that he felled him unto the Earth, over- 
throwing Tables, Meat, and all that ſtood before him; which drove all the 
Bchalders into Admiration: And had he not been reſcuſed by a valiant 
Princ that then ſat at Board, he had never gone from that Place alive: 
The Prince having reſcued him, began to ſay unto the King on this man- 
ner: Mighty King, conſider into what Danger this Man is fallen by the 
Fury of this wild Man: and either let him dye for this preſumptuous Fact, 
or no Man will be able to come into your Court. The King hearing him 
fay fo, replyed, We will conſider the Cauſe, and as we find it, fo we will 
proceed againſt him : Bring him hither before us, that we may queſtion 
the Cauſeof the Fact. Orſon was upon theſe words brought before the King, 
and he demanded, How he durſt preſume ſo far intothe Preſence of his Ma- 
jeſty? Orſen anſwered by Signs how he had flain Yalentine in the Forreſt ; 
and that he would be Revenged for his Death, on that inhumane Traytor 
Gryzar ; and withal cloſed his Fiſt, and put it to his Mouth in great Rage 

| in token of Defiance. King Pepin perceiving by his Actions, the Cauſe 

| the matter, called forth unto all the Lords and Barons on this manner : 

My Lords, you ſee, as well as I, that this wild Man hath challenged 

Gryoar to fight him; therefore tell me your Opinions, what is beſt to be 

done in this Caſe, for I cannot chuſe but marvel why this wild Man 

& ſhonld find out Cryer above all the reſt of the Knights here aſſembled; 

W. therefore let every Man freely ſpeak, for I much doubt ſome hidden Secret 

to ye therein; and for my part, 1 could willingly give Conſent that it 

mould be tryed forth by Combat between them. When the King had thus 
attered what he thought, the Barons agreed to the Verdict that the King 
had paſſed. So the Battle was determined, and Grygar was brought to 
the King, to the Intent he ſhould undergo the Cop againſt the wild 
Man; Grygar hearing what the King had determin 
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„ was very fearful, 
Lad fd, and not without Cauſe, for he fyre-ſawe that his Treaſon would

come to light; and therewithal caſt an.jll-fayoured Eye on Haufray. He 
perceiving Gryger ſtand fo amazed, ſaid, Grygar fear not, for I promi 
thee, however it fall out, that no Danger ſhall come unto thee from our 
Father the King, for we will work your Peace, ſo thou wilt Swear never to 
reveal the Fact. Yea, quoth he, I well {pa how the Cafe will go with 
me, I muſt ſuffer a reproachful Death for your fakes. Having thus faid, 
he left Henry, and returned again unto the King, ſaying, Mighty King, 
let me make one Requeſt unto yo.r Majefty, that you would diſmiſs me 
trom this dangerous Task; the Reaſon chiefly moving me, is, that inſo- 
much that it is not Man againſt Man, whereby a Knight may win Honour, 
but a wild Savage to encounter with a Man, and no Knight I think I 
may ſafely, ſo your Grace be pleaſed, refuſe the Combat. Nay, quoth 
the King, ao Excuſe in this Caſe can be admitted, for the Combat is granted, 
not only by my Advice, but alſo by the Counſel of my Barons; and the 


Reaſon moying us to grant it, was, that Treaſpn long lying hid might 


come to light. Grygar hearing it thus concluded on, grew more into Di- 
ſpair ; but Haufray being there, comforted him again on this manner: 


Doubt not, for you have Equity on your Part; and beſides, I will ſee you | 
well armed in all Points, fitting your Knightly Race. When Orſan ga- 


| thered by Signs, that he ſhould fight with this Traytor, he was right glad; 
and withal, made ſhews unto the King, that Valentine was dead; where- 
at the King grew wondrous ſad. And fain would Orſen have been upon 


the Back of Grygar, but that the King commanded him to be taken away ; + 
making Signs unto him, that he ſhould ſtrike no more, till the Timethey were 
to meet for the Tryal of the Truth. Again, the King called unto Grygar, to 
make haſt to arm himſelf; Grygar loath to venture his Life upon ſo un- 


certain Ground, began once again to ſpeak unto the King, ſaying, Moſt 
dread Soveraign, I have been long Servitor about your Perſon, both in 


War and Peace; but you reward me not accordingly, inſomuch, as you 
compel me to fight againſt a Man that hath neither Senſe, Reaſon, nor in- 


truth, humane Shape. Grygar, faid the King, if the Truth be on your fide,

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Chap. XII. How Orſon and Grygar fought tegether; and how Orſon 

returning Victor, cauſe4 Grygar to confeſs the Treaſon, wha mas af- 

ter Hanged, and Valentine delivered from the Dungeon. How Gry- 

gar being vanquiſhed by Orſon, confeſſed his Treaſon to King Pepin ; and 

x Hanfray and Henry, had been the only Ploiters thereof againſt the worthy 
alentine. 0 . 


H E Place of the Combat being appointed, Orſon attended in readineſs 

for his Enemy; in the End, Grygar being well armed by Haufray 
and Henry, took his leave of them on this wiſe : My Lords, in your Cauſe 
am 1 delivered over to death; evil was the Day when I began this Enter- 
|; Hold*thy Peace, ſaid Henry, for I will defend thee from the Sen- 
tance of my Father, and work thy Safety, ſothou wilt be be ſecret. Grygar 
being thus armed, and well mounted, went towards the Palace Gate, 
where this Combat was to be effected: the Hour being come, the King re- 
paired to the Window, all the Nobles in the Court being aſſembled; the 
Judges where appointed, that no Wrong ſhould be offered on either part: So 
Grygar being entered the Liſts, he eſpied Orſon, and began to draw near 
unto him, ſaying, Villain, thon haſt ofier'd me great Wrong, in putting 
ont one of my Eyes; but cer I part, | will make thee acknowledge that 
Wrong, and that thou haſt falſely accuſed me. Orſon perceiving whereun- 
to his proud Speeches tended, ſhewed him his Nails, and gnaſhed his Teeth; 
whereat *Grygar ſuddenly conched his Spear, and run upon him; Orſon 
eſdying the Spear bent againſt him, gave back, wherchy Grygar was diſap- 
pointed of his Mark, and ran his Spear faſt in the Ground; Orſon taking 
this Advantage, ſuddenly ſeized the Spear into his own Hands, and having 
hold thereof, gave his Enemy ſuch a Stroak therewith, that he aſtonicd him. 
_ Erygar. feeling the Fury of the Stroak, ſet Spurs to his Horſe, and rid like a 
mad Man about the Field; Orſen ran after him with a grinning Counte- 
nance, making Signs unto the King, that he would cer long force him to 
yield uuto him. Grygar fearing the Danger wherein he was like to fall, 
&cvretly to himſelf murmured ont theſe Words: Ah, Haujray ! for thy Cauſe 
and fake 1 am thus delivered over to death. Long and tedious was the 
Fight; but Grygar could never ſo much as wound the wild-Man. At laſt 
„ caſt away his Spear, and came to Grygar in ſuch manner, that he 
caught his Horſe faſt by the Neck, making, be fo mad and furious, that he 
| overthrew his Aider, and with the Fall he loſt his Shield; which Orſoz 
| efpying, took it ups and put it on his own Back; after he came unto Gry- 
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gar's Horſe, and got upon him, riding round about the Field, and making 
ill- favoured Signs and Tokens; inſomuch as all the Beholders ſtood as Men 
diſmayed. Amongſt the reſt, the King appeared very ſorrowful; and at 
laſt began thus to ſpeak: My Lords, I know not what to think hereof, 
neither can I yet perceive whereunto this Fight will grow ; but it is 
Opinion, that there is Treaſon ſmothered, and not yet come to light. Orſon 
having a great while ranged about the Field on Horſe- back after his Ene- 
my, at laft forſook his Horſe, and encountred Grygar on Foot, inſomuch, 
that he lent him ſuch a Blow, that he ſmote him to the Earth; afterward 
he leap'd upon him, and diſarmed him of his Weapon; then the next Blow 
he ſtruck, he ſmote off one of his Arms ;next on the Body he gave him fuch 
a Wound, that he cut him even to the Reins of his Back. Grygar having 
received all theſe Wounds, cryed out moſt pittifully, infomugh that'every 
one requeſted he might have a Prieſt to confeſs him of his Sins. The Guard 
that was appointed for the Field, hearing theſe Ont-crys, ſent ont a wor- 
thy Knight, to demand what he would have done? Unto whom Grygar f. 
Sir, bring me before the King's Majeſty, and before him, and the reſt of 
this Aſſembly, I ſhall reveal the Treaſons whereof I am guilty, from point 
to point effectually. ; | 
At laſt Grygar was brought before the King, who asked Pardon for his 
high Offence; and in the Preſence of all the Beholders, told him, That the 
only Actors in this traiterous Plot, where Haufray and Henry his Sons, 
and by their Means he had taken Valentine, and put him in Priſon, and 
there meaned to put him to death. The King having heard his Tale, and 
perceiving the whole Truth of this Plot, commanded Grygar to be hanged 
upon the next Tree he came too. He having thus given Sentance againſt 
Grygar, called for his Horſe, and being mounted, made all haſt poſſible 
unto the Priſon where Valentine lay. Orſen perceiving the King would 
undertake ſuch a Journey, addreſſed himſelf to run along by the King's 
+ Horſe, leading him the Way, and making many Signs of Joy and Gladnefs. 
The King marking well all the wild Man's Behaviour, often ſpake unto 
his Lords in this manner: My Lords, it is wonderful that this wild 
Man fhould bear ſuch an ardent Affection towards Valentine; and beſides, 
it ſtrikes me into a thouſand Imaginations. Now you muſt know, that 
the King had great Cauſe to love this wild Man, for that he was his na- 
tural Nephew, tho? as yet not revealed; neither was the Time yet come to 
bring it to light, till that by Clerimond, Siſter to the Gyant Ferragus, It 
ſhog1d be made manifeſt ; for at that time Clerimond had a Caſtie, and in 
it a Head of Braſs, compoſed by 9 ; Which Head told unto d 
£ 3 ri mond. 
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rimond, all that ſhould happen unto her all her Life; and alſo all that ever 
ſhe had done in her fore-paſſed time: Beſides, this ſame Head was com- 
poſed by ſuch wondrous Magick-art, that it ſhould never leave of ſpeak- 
ing, until the nobleſt Knight in the World ſhonid enter the Caſtle, and 
then the Head utterly to give over, and never to ſpeak more. This fell out 
upon Valentine, whom the fair Lady Clerimond ſhall take to Husband, and 
for whom ſhe ſhall endure a World of Miſeries, as in the ſucceeding Hiſto- 
ry you ſhall underſtand. So leave we this, and return back again to King 
Pepin where before we left him: King Pepin goeth on towards the Forreſt 
to ſave the Life of Valentine; and Orſon being with him, brought him unto 
the Caſtle wherein he was impriſoned : Being come to the Gates: thereof, 
the Porters knowing the King, barred the Gates; for fo they were com- 
manded by the reſidue within the Caſtle. The King perceiving he could 
not enter in Peace, eommanded his Attendance to enter by Force, and fo 
they did: Being gotten in, they ſeized upon all the Traitors, and bound 
them faſt in Chains ; having ſo done, they went into the Dungeon where 
Valentins lay bound, and brought him forth unto the King: Valentine 
| fpying the King, fell upon his Knees, yielding him Thanks for that extra- 
ordinary Kindneſs ſhewed to him, in delivering him out of a Hell of Dark- 
neſs, and Fear of Death. The Barons alſo that attended the King, wel- 
{ comed him with great Joy and Gladneſs, teſling him all that had hapned, 
and how that Orſon had fought with the Traytor Grygar in his Quarrel, and 
overcome him. Valentine hearing this, embraced Orſon. Afterwards the 
King commanded, that all the Traytors ſhould be led into the Wacd, and. 
there hanged; at after ſpake thus unto Valentine, Seeing it is thy good 
Hap to be thus miraculouſſy delivered out of the Hands of thine Enemies, 


F would adviſe thee to abide with me. But he replyed, -Dread Soveraign, $ 


pardon me, for Iwill never return again till I have found out my Pa- 
.rents 4 whence I am deſcended ; and fo humbly I take my Leave of your 
Majeſty. 

So here we leave King Pepin, and only look upon Valentine and Orſen, 
ro are taking their Way to Aquitain, to fight the Green Knight, a Man 
W feared of all Men: For I muſt call to remembrance that of which I told 
| you before, that he ſhould never be vanquiſhed by any, fave only by a 
( King's Son, that had never ſucked Woman. Being come to Aquirain, the 
Pcople flocked from all Parts, to ſee the rough and unmanly Shape of 
ei; but Valentine ſeeing their Folly, made him a jacket of Steel; when 
HOrſws bad it on, he was much offended thereat, and would have thrown it 
ay, but he muck feared Falentine, and would do any thing he command-

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ed. Orſon having his Jacket upon his Back, looked much upon himſelf, 
and at laſt became proud thereof, and ſet his Countenance according to his 
Heart. Now as they were riding on their Way, Valentine eſpyed a fair 
Squire making much Lamentation; Valentine beholding him well, ſaid 
thus unto him, Friend, what aileth you to ſhed theſe Tears? Have you 
ſuſtained any Wrong either by Man or Beaſt ? Tell me what may be the 
Cauſe, and I promiſe you the beſt of my Power to relieve you. Alas! faid 
he, thereof I make no Doubt ; but know this, that the Caufe of my La- 
ments, is the Loſs of a moſt kind and gentle Mafter ; a Man of the greateſt 
Valour in Chriſtendom. How have you loſt him? (quoth Valentine) Sir as 
I was travelling towards Aquitain, to fight with the Green Knight, think- 
ing thereby to win the faireſt Lady in the World, called Fezon, which 
Lady it is not poſſible for any one to have, except firſt he overcome in ſin- 
gle Combat the Green Knight : Divers valiant Knights have there miſcar- 
ried ; and when he conquered them, he cauſed them to be hanged on a 
Tree; and the Number that are already dead, are Thirty Two, yielding 
no ſhew of Mercy towards any. Is all this true, quoth Yalentize, that thou 
haſt told me? Why then, ſure he is ſome Devil in Man's Shape, that doth 
fuch ſtrange Exploits. But towards Aquitain am I journying, to wy my 
Fortune againſt him, for I have heard much of the Lady Fezon. Ah! Sir, 
(quoth the Squire) go not thither to loſe your Life by ſuch a Devil. Squire 
(ſaid Valentine) I will go forward, and mean to cope with that famous 
Green Knight ; but if I can eſcape him, I will firſt talk with the Lady Fezon,, 
and take her Advertiſement. | 

Orſon gathering ſome underſtanding of their Talk, made Signs to Valen- 
tine, that he might fight with the Green Knight, and that he would make 
Love to the Lady Fez9n; whereat he laughed heartily. - By this time think 
them to come near the City of Aguitain, ſtanding upon a Hill; and. meet- 
ing with an old Man, he queſtioned with him, what City that was before 
him? Marry (quoth he) it is Aquitain. Now tell me (ſaid Valentine) 
where reſteth the Green Knight? Why, Sir, ſaid he, without the City; 
I think you are going to fight with him. Ay, quoth alentinve.. Ah! Sir, 
(faid the old Man) undertake not fo foul a Folly, for it is not poſſible to 
conquer him. Come hither, my Son, and ſtand thou on this little Hill, 
and I ſhall ſhew thee above Forty famous Knights hanging on a Tree, whom 
be hath overcome : Alfo there is now, but FifteenDays to be accompliſhed, 
and the Duke of Ajuitain muſt part with his fair Daughter Fezan, to his 
great Grief, and the Overthrow of the whole Kingdom. Father, quoth 
- Fatentine, the Gods defend her. He had no ſooner ſpoke theſt Words, but 
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there came another ancient Man of Fourſcore Vears of Age, in the Habit of 
2 Pilgrim; this Man was that Blandiman, Squire to the diſtreſſed Bili- 
ſane, and he it was that led the Lady Belliſant into the Caſtle of Ferragus 
the Giant, as before we have declared; Valentine eſpying tim, demanded 
of him whence he was, and whence he came? Sir, quoth the Pilgrim, from 
Cmſtentinople ; but I could not enter into the City, by reaſon a Pagan 
Souldan had begirt it with a Siege; neither could I come to deliver the 
Meſſage on which I am ſent, wherefore I thought it my ſafeſt Courſe to re- 
turn. Pilgrim, quoth Valentine, what thinkeſt thou of the Green Knight, 
is it not poſſible he ſhoald be Overcome? No, faid the Pilgrim, I adviſe 
you not to follow the Enterprize; for if there were a whole Hundred of 
you, he would fee the End of you all. Father, whether go you? (ſaid Va- 
lentine) Sir, I take my readieft Way to Paris, for I have a Meſſage to King 
Pepin, from a Siſter of his, named Belliſant, that long hath been baniſhed 
from Conſtantinople wrongfully ; and now is the good Lady in the Houſe 
of a Gyant, that keepeth her, and uſeth her honourably ; intending to 
know King Pepin's Mind, whether he be conſented to thoſe Wrongs done 
unto her, for he well knoweth ſhe is a vertuous Lady, and for her ſake, 
offereth to put himſelf in fingle Combat with the Emperor of Greece, for 
that he hath ſo wrongfully baniſhed her. Palmer, quoth Valentine, I pray 
thee return back again with me to Ajuitain, for thither am I going, to 
Fight with the Green Knight : If the Gods give me Victory againſt him, 
I will accompany thee into Fance, for I ſhall tell thee, only for the Love! 
bear unto King Pepin, undertake I this Fight, for he hath been the Means 
of my Preſervation, and as a Farher unto me. Therefore to him I dedi- 
cate all my Labours, and reſt wholly at his Command. Sir, quoth Blau- 
Aiman, to this Motion I will neyer conſent, for my Lady hath put me in 
truſt to diſpatch her Affairs, and I will diſcharge the Duty of a truſty Ser- 
vane towards her; and o, taking my leave, I commend you to the Pro- 
tection of the Gods. The Palmer being gone, Valentine looked long after 
.him, and not without Cauſe, but he wiſt not why; for this was the 
Man that had born a Part of his Mothers Exiles. Well, Valentine took on 
his Journey, and after ſome few Days, eame near to the City of Aqui- 
tain. Valentine beheld the City very earneſtly, and paſſing on, he eſpyed a 
pleaſant Fountain, thither he went, and alighting from his Horſe, laid 
him down under a Tree, to refreſh him; and Orſen was his Keeper all the 

while. Anon he awak'd and prepared to take Horſe again, but ſudden] 
arrived at the ſame Fountain a moſt curious Kiight, proud, and of 15 
baughty a Stomach, that he was tiled the Proud Knight, and withal, fo

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Fierce and Reſolute, that he never asked Queſtion of any Min yet if Fi. 
whom he met, ſaluted him not, he prefently killed him: This proud . 
Knight came to the Fountain, and Faltmine beholding him, faid never a 
Word 7 and Orſon alſo azed fercely on him. ' The proud f 


gred in his Heart, and approached near unto Or, and gave him fach a 
Blow, that the Blood iſſued ont of his Mouth; Orſon feeling th e Blow 
ſmart, ſuddenly took him and threw him on the Earth, and prefently eſpy- 174 
ing a Knife at the Knight's Girdle, ſmote him therewith into the Body fo 

deep, that he was nothing but Blood. The Knight feeling himſelf wound- 
ed, cryed out aloud, whereunto Falentine coming in, reſcued the Knight 
out of Orſen's Hands, and faid, Fair Knight, you have offered great Wrong 
to ſmite a poor wild Man on this rude Manner, who can ſpeak never a 
Word. With that, the proud Knight began thus roughly to anfwer Yalex- 
tine : Proud Miſcreant, why then.doſt thou not Salute me? And therewith 
drew forth a Glave, thinking to have Smitten him; Valentine ſeeing the 
Blow, drew forth his Sword, and ſtruck at the proud Knight with ſuch Vio- 
lence, that he ſtruck him dead. The proud Knight being dead, his Men 
fled with all the baſt they could to Aquitain, bearing Tydings of their Ma- 
ſter's Death. Duke Savary hearing thereof, was greatly difpleaſed, for he ' 
was his Couſtn. Amongſt the reſt, Valentine underſtood of the Lamentati- 
on that was for the Death of the proud Knight beſide the Fountain; where- 
upon he ſuddenly mounted and entred the City, where he lodz'& in a Bur- 
geſs's Houſe, whereby it. came to the Ears of Duke Savary, that he had ſlain 
his Couſin.

Then faid the Duke unto him, You have ſlain my Couſin. is true, ſaid

he, and ſo I ſhould have done, had it been my own Kinſman, for he was of 
ſo high a Stomach, that he diſdained to ſpeak to any Man; and fmote ſo 
furiouſly at my Companion, that he had near killed him; which I percei- 


ving, drew forth my Sword and flew him. Fair Duke, know this, I am a 


Stranger in the City, and hither am I come to Combat with the Green 
Knight; as alſo to behold that beauteous Lady Fezor, whom the whole 
World admires : Wherefore I think it a Law of Equity, for Strangers to- 
paſs up and down in Safety. Conſider, I have ſhewed.you the Cauſe ot my 
coming. When the Duke heard Yalenting fay fo; he ſaid unto him, Knight,.. 


xight.well haſt thou anſwered me; and ſeeing my Couſn hath come by this, 
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more by Pride than Courage, I am right ſorrowful, and fo paſs it over, and 
pardon thy Deed ; but in that you urge, that your coming hither was only 
to Combat the Green Knight, come you into my Palace, and there you ſhall 
behold the Beauty for which you thus far adventure : Moreover, that you 
may ſee, that you are not come alone, you ſhall behold Fifteen Knights to 
* accompany you, and now arrived for the Love of the Lady Fezon, and to 
try their Valour againſt the ſaid Green Knight, their Enemy. Go, I ſay, 
to my Palace, ſalute my Daughter, as my Cuſtom is to Strangers, before 
they adventure their Perſons in Battle with the Green Right; and having 
"preſented your ſelves before her in the fign of Love, you ſhall receive from 
er a Ring of Gold. Sir, quoth Valentine, I ſhall be ready to do all Rites 
and Cuſtoms ; and befides, I will obey you in all things what ſoever it ſhall 
pleaſe you to command. 

This Conference ended, the Duke went into the Caftle, accompanied 
with Valentine and Orſon ;, having entred the Hall where the Knights 
were aſſembled, Valentine beheld the Lady ſitting amongſt. them; and 

making his Way unto her, with all Duty and Reverence, at laſt he ſaluted 
her thus: Lady, you whoſe Beauty and Fame is ſpread thro” the World, the 
Gods preſerve thee from the Green Knight, who I dare boldly avouch is not 
worthy to touch your ſuper- excellent Lips. Moreover, dear Lady, may 
it pleaſe you to underſtand, that Pepin, the mighty King of France, hath 
ſent me hither, to preſent to you the moſt noble Man that liveth on the 
Earth ; wherefore Lady behold him well, for he feareth no Man, nor any 
Weapon, albeit he cannot ſpeak ; wherefore I aſſure you, that the Green 
Knight is not able to withſtand his mighty Force, nor make any Reſiſtance 
againſt him. Sir, quoth the Lady, I yield unto the King of Fance Thanks; 

as alſo to you, that have taken ſuch Pains to preſent ſuch a one before me: 
But ſay, wherefore is this worthy Champion no better cloathed ? For 
methinks he is of an excellent Perſon, well formed, ſtrait, and of a hard 
Countenance ; and if he were waſhed and bathed, his Fleſh would he both 
white and foft. Lady, ſaid Valentine, he never wore Garment till very 
lately, and then I cauſed this Jacket to be made: Moreover, I aſſre you, 
that when he came firſt into Paris, he came a naked Man, and his Fleſh 
was ſo hard, that be neither feared Wind nor Cold. While he was ſpeak- 

ing theſe words, F:zon beheld him very wiſhly, for ſhe was in love vith 

| him. But Valentine again thus ſpeak, Lady, for my ſelf | muſt ſay ſomethin 

| alfo, therefore, know this, that only for the Love of you I have — 

in chis Climate, to fee if Fortune will fo much favour me, that I may bear 

| you away from all Comers, by force of Arms; and yet fair Lady, one 
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thing more I have to utter unto you, which is, that I have made an Oath 
unto my ſelf, that I will never return again into Fance, till I have pro- 
ved my Fortune with the Green-Miight, and with him do I intend to cope be- 
fore I part hence; and either deliver him over intoyour Hands as conquer- 
ed, or ſuffer Death, as many before me have. Alas! Knight, faid the 
Lady, put not your ſelf in Danger for my ſake, for methinks it is a Folly in 
any Man, to endanger himſelf for the Good of another. Again, there be 
many valiant Knights have miſcarried in ſeeking my Love, and I the un- 
happieſt living, to ſee theſe unfortunate Days. Lady quoth he, what | 
have vowed I mean to accompliſh. Why then, fair Knight, God be thy 
ſpeed ; and therewithal drew forth two Rings of Gold, giving Valentine 
the one, and Orſon the other. Alſo they ſat down at the Table amongſt 
the other Knights, and were welcomed with great Feaſtings. Being ſet at 
the Table, Fezon ſtill fixed her Eye on Orſon, and Orſon upon her, as it 
were interchangeably glancing Love-looks one to another, with exceeding 
gracious Aſpects. Now in the midſt of all their Feaſting, the Green Knight, 
as his Cuſtom was, came thundering at the Gates, only to have a Sight 
of the beautious Lady Fezon, for you fhall underſtand, that ſuch were 
the Conditions between him and the Duke, that every Day it ſhould be 
lawful for him to enter his Palace, to behold the Lady without contradicti- 
on. Being entred the great Hall, his manner was, to cry out with a loud 
Voice, ſaying, Valiant Duke pf Aquitain, have you yet any more Cham- 
pions to fight with me for i Love of this Lady? The Duke anſwered, 
Yea, I have yet within my Palace ſixteen valiant Knights that mean to 
try their Fortune upon thee, before they depart my Country. Then 


ſaid the Green-Knight, let me ſee them; and likewiſe the fair Lady Fe gan. 


Enter, ſaid the Duke, for thou haſt free Liberty. Herewithal the Greer 
Knight entered the Hall, ſternly beholding all the Knights one after ano- 
ther; at laſt, when he had gone thro? them all, he began to ſpeak to them 
on this manner: Lords, Eat and Drink, and make merry, for to morrow 
will be your laſt; and know that it will fall out to your ſhare to he hanged 
on the top of my Tree, as many before you have been ſerved. Valentine 
well marking his high words,. grew exceeding angry, and at laſt began to | 
anſwer him: Proud Knight, theſe Vaunts might well have lain ſmother- 
ed in thy Breaft ; for I tell thee, this Day is come hither a Knight that 
will hold thee: tack, more than any that ever yet encountered thee ; and 
whereas thou triumphantly haſt conquered many, he it is ſhall vanquiſh 
thee, and leave thy dead Corps a Prey for reavenous Beaſts. Now Orſon 
underſtood that Valentine ſpoke all this 1 him, and alſo knew this to be

the Green Knight, by whom ſo many valiant Men had loft their Lives ; 
inſomuch, that he ſaluted him with a fierce Viſage, and whetting his 
Teeth, leap'd from the Table, and taking the Green Knight by the Middle, 
threw him upon his Neck, as if he had been a little Child, and having him 
at that Advantage, eſpying a Wall, threw the Green Ruight with ſuch Vio- 
lence againſt the ſame, that all the Beholders thought he had broken his 
Neck, for he lay as dead, and fo ſet him dowa at the Table as before; and 
in a laughing Geſture, made Signs, that he would bear upon his Neck 
Three ſuch as the Green Kaight. At this ſudden Action of Orſon, all the 
Knights there aſſembled began to laugh, and coming one towards the other, 
ſaid, Now is he come indeed, that ſhall be the Overthrow of the Green 
Knight. But we cannot chuſe but lament the woful Chance that ſhall befa] 
the Lady Fezon, for he cannot ſpeak, and yet is worthy of all Honour 
amongſt the Valianteſt. The Lady, on the other fide, beholding his Va- 
Jour, was inſtantly overcome with the Love of Orſon, that only conquered 
her Heart, and left all the reſt hopeleſs of ever gaining the Garland at 
which they aimed. By this time the Green Knight was again recovered, and 
counting it a Deed of Courage, began thus to fay, Lords, this wild Man 
- hath deceived my Truſt, for he came upon me unawares, without ſaying a 
Word. But I think good to let you underſtand, that in the Morning I ſhall 
be better provided; and to the End I may make him an Example to all that 
ever went before, I will ordain for him a Gibet on purpoſe, higher and 
ſtronger than for any that have been vanquiſhed ,, and thereon I will hang 
his beaſtly Corps for Beaſts and Birds to make their Prev. 
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Chap. XIII. How Orſon encountered the Kreen Knight, and what followed 
thereof; alſo how Valentine attempted to fight with him, but could not over- 


come bim. 


ON perceiving the Green Knight diſpleaſed, and to threaten him, be- 

gan as faſt to Chatter, making Signs, that he would meet him on the 
Morrow, and fight with him, and in Token thereof, took off his Hood, and 
threw it on the Ground as his Gage: Which Valentine ſeeing, ſpeak thus 
to the Green Knight - Sir, the wild Man challengeth yon, and in Token 
thereof hath thrown down his Gage; whereof, if your Stomach ſerve, 1 
adviſe you to take it up. Hereat the Green Knight fretted ſo exceedingly, 
that he replied never a Word. Duke Savary being preſent, ſaid unto him, 
Sir Knight, I well perceive that the Battle will grow ſtrong between the 
wild Man and you, and I think he will hold you tough Play: Wherefore 
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if you chance to conquer him, you may well report of your Valeur through- 
out the World, for he hath tried ſome part of his Courage already; ant 
in vanquiſhing him, you need not ſtand in Fear of any. The Green Knight 
hereat more and more enraged, ſwore by Mahomet, That &er the Morrow 
Sun was ſet, he would try the utmoſt of his Strength, for he ſhould ne- 
ver return again from the Field, but be hanged a great deal higher than 
any of the reſt : And with theſe Words left the Caſtle, and betook him to 
his Pavillion. He being departed, the reſt of the Knights ſtill remained 
with the Lady Fezon, making great Joy, and ſaying one to another, That 
the Day was come, that the Green Knight ſhould meet with his Match. On 
the other ſide, Fame had ſpread abroad the worthy Act of Orſen the Sa- 
vage, upon the Green Knight, that multitudes of People came to ſee and be- 
hold him; in ſomuch, that the Dukecomanded the Gates to be ſhut. Orſon 
perceiving the People ſo abundaatly to approach, and hearing the Noiſe, 
leap'd up into a Window to behold them; ſo that they willing to ſee him, 
and he deſirous to ſce them, at Night they all departed ; and Supper end - 
ed, they paſſed the reſt of the Night in Merriments, and ſo to Bed. Va- 
lentine being brought to his Chamber, went to Bed, making Signs to Orſon 
to lye down by him; but he not regarded his Kindneſs, laid him down up- 
on the Ground, according to his wonted Uſe, and 1⁰ paſſed away that 
Night. Morning being come, Valentine and Orſen went into the Hall, 
where they found the fair Lady Fezon, accompanied with the other 
Knights, holding a Diſpute among themſelves, who ſhuld firſt Fight with 
the Green Knight. At laſt ſtood up a warthy Knight of France, called Ga- 
lerem, and ſaid, Lords, fo you be pleaſed, I am the Man intend the firſt 
Tryat : To this they agreed, and preſently they armed him. Being ar- 
med, he came to the Lady, taking his leave in all Joy; and ſhe to requite 
his Kindneſs, gave him free leave, wiſhing the Gods to preſerve and keep 
him in all Danger, ſo that he may return as Conqueror. The Knight 
moſt humbly thanked her, and ſo took Horſe, and haſten'd him towards 
the Tent of the Green Knight. The Green Knight perceiving from far his 
Approach, ſet Spurs to his Horſe, and encountered the famous Galeram 
ſo fiercely, that he ſmote him off his Horſe to the Earth. The Green Knight 
ſeeing him on the Ground, e lighted from his Horſe, and took off 
the Helm from his Head. Galeram fearing nothing but preſent Death, yield- 
ed, but all in vain, for without Pity, he firſt diſpoiled him of his Arms, and 
after hanged him on a Tree, as he had done the reſt before. Orſen per- 
cei vin Galeram was put to death, made Signs with his Hands, that 
he woult fight with him preſently, _ letting him have any Reſpite ; 
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but Valentine anſwered him again by Signs, that he ſhould withdraw him- 
ſelf for a while; for he would firſt go try his own Strength on him: Here- 
npon he put himſelf in Arms, and took his way towards the beauteous Lady, 
to take his leave, as it becomed him; being come before her, ſhe grew won- 
. derons ſorrowful, and at laſt ſhe ſpake unto him on this manner: Alas! 
fair Knight, what madneſs is this in you, to adventure your ſelf for the 
Love of ſuch an unfortunate Lady as 1? Well, if thou wilt needs run in- 
to Danger, go on; but Iwill invoke the Gods to aid and aſſiſt thee againſt 
thine and mine Enemy, and ſo farewel. Leave thus taken, Valentine 
mounted, to take his way toward the Green- Knight. As he was ready to 
put forth, he met with a worthy Knight, who was likewiſe enamoured with 
the Lady, and thus began to ſay to him, Sir, have a little Patience, I en- 
treat you, and ſuffer me to go firſt. Friend, ſaid Valentine, I freely 
grant your Deſire, goand return with Victory. This Knight's Name was 
Tris, born in Savoy, a Man of great Birth and Living, but riotouſly had 
run through his Means, leaving himſelf little, ſave only his Horſe and Arms: 
Having thus obtained leave of Valentine, he alſo took leave of the Lords 
there aſſembled, and ſo went to the Tent of the Green-Knight ; the 
Green-Knight perceiving Tyris to Approach, leapt out of his Pavillion to 
wlecome him. His ſeeing him, faid, Sir, preſently Mount and Defend 
thy ſelf, for I breath out Defiance againſt thee. The Green-Xnight 
hearing him ſay fo, called for his Horſe, which was preſently brought 
anto him; and puting his Foot into the Stirrup, ſuddenly ſeated himſelf 
in the Saddle, and betook him to a Spear and Shield, preparing to take 
their Courſe at each other ; but at the firſt Encounter, the Green- Knight 
ran fo furiouſly, that he ſmote Tyros quite through the Body, fo that he fell 
down Dead ; which he perceiving, put a Cord about his Neck, and. hang'd 
him up amongſt the reſt. 3 e 
Fulentine hearing of the Death of Tyris, was wonderful forrowful, yet 
taking Courage, he recommended himfelf to the Gods: having thus done, 
he put Spurs to his Horſe, and took his way ſpeedily towards the Tent : 
When the Green-Knight eſpied him, he was more fearful of him, than of all 
the reſt; wherefore he called unto him, ſaying, Knight, give Ear unto this 
| now fhall ſay, ſeeſt thou yonder Tree? There ſhalt thou find hanging a 
Green Shield, fetch it hither to me, and I will reward thee liberally. Sir, 
faid Yxtentine, you have Servants enough of your own, ſend them, for by 
me it ſhall never be fetched. By my Law, quoth the Green-Knighr, you ſhalt 
tirher bring me the Shield, or elſe know this, you ſhall never Conquer me. 


| When Valentine, had well confidered theſe words he ſpeak, as 9 
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fetching of the Shield, he valiantly rode towards the Tree, but he loft his 
Labour, for he could not have it, whereat he was forrowful, and returning 
unto the Green- Knight, in an angry Mood, faid, Go fetch thy Shield thy ſelf, 
for I cannot have it; wherefore accurſed be that Magician that fo ſaſtened 
it; and an evil End betide him that ſent me thither to fetch it. Friend, quoth 
he, ſhall I tell thee wherefore I ſent thee ? It was, for that this Shield was 
given unto me by a Fairy, and therein remaineth ſuch Vertue, that no Man, 
be he never ſo ſtrong, can take it from the Place where it is faſtned, ſave 
only he alone, by whom I ſhall be overcome; and for the Doubt I ſtood in of 
thee, therefore I ſent thee thither, now my Doubt is jatisfied ; and therefore 
I adviſe thee to return to the Place from whence thou cameſt, and ſave thy 
ſelf, for ſeeing thee ſo fair a Knight, I am forced to pity thee, and take no 
Pleaſure in thy Death, from which thou canſt not eſcape, if thou fighteſt 
with me. Further, to the end thou ſhouldeſt not think Luttered theſe words 
to abuſe thy Patience, know this : That there is none living that can van- 
uiſh me, except firſt, he be the Son of a King, and next ſuch a one as never 
ſacked the Breaſt of any Woman; now if thou be ſuch a one, thou may'ſt 
overcome me, if not, thou doſt but ſhorten thy own Days by an untimely 
Death. At theſe words Valentine took little Pleaſure, knowing that by this 
Relation he could not be that Man; but ſeeing that he was come to. that 
Enterprize, he would not return till ke had aſſayed his Strength againſt him, 
and therefore witha loud Voice he ſpeak thus, Valiant and redoubt Knight, 
1 well underſtand Pm not the Man by whom you ſhall be conquered, yet 
whoſoever I am, I'll not depart hence till I have fought with you. By 
the Gods, quoth the Green-Knight, then thou haſt ſome ſecret Treaſon to 
work againſt me, that thus thou runneth upon thy Death wilfully: But 
eer part with thee, I'll make thee know the Price of this thy Raſhneſs.. 
And therewithal leapt upon his Horſe, bidding one of his Servants bring; 
him a Box of precious Balm ; the Vertue of it was ſuch, that what Wound 
ſoever he received, tho” never ſo Mortal, it had Power inſtantly to heal ups 
the Breach. After he had received it, he ſuddenly put Spurs to his Horſe, 
and couching his Spear in his Reſt, both ran their Courſe fo furiouſly, that 
their Spears brake in many pieces; and they ſuddenly bending themſelves.

Pagan, quoth Valentine, 
vaunt not thy ſelf over much, for as yet Pm not conquered ; therefore de- 
fend thy ſelf; and there-with he gave him ſuch a Blow, that he ſmote away 
a quarter of his Shield; and the Green-Nuight, at the ſame encounter, brake 
his Sword upon the Helm of Valentine, felling him from his Horſe: Valen- 
tine being always valiant, ſuddenly recovered.

me ſo valiant a Knight as thou art. But meet me to morrow, and before 
thy coming, take leave of thy Friends, for thou ſhalt never return. Va- 
lentine accepted his offer, and was glad thereof ; ſo mounting his Horſe, he 
returned to the City. When Duke Sevary, and his Lords ſaw him, they 
were joyful and received him in great Honour: Amongf the reſt there aſſem- 
bled, was Orſon, who ran and caught him in his Arms, and kiſſed him;

ons ſhall befal ; likewiſe, this Head ſhall continue ſpeaking until ſuch time 
as the moſt worthieſt Knight of the World enter into the Chamber where 
it now ſtandeth ; and he being once entred, the ſaid Head ſhall loſe his 
Vertoe, and is the only Man to have my Siſter Clerimond to Wife; where- 
fore, fair Knight, theſe things fallen out as you ſee, I greatly deſire you 
would wed, my Siſter, as the moſt hardieſt and moſt renownedſt Knight in

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XV. How Orſon having conquered the Green Knight, Valentine cau- 
ſed him to be Chriſtned, and ſending kim t King Pepin, had knowledge of his 
Father and Mother by means of the Green Knight. How the ſame Night 
that Orſon was made ſure to the Lady Fezon, an Angel appeared unto Valen- 
tine, and of the Charge ſhe gave unto him. 


HE Green Knight having made this Motion of the Marriage of his 
© Siſter, gave unto Yalenne a Ring of Gold, upon Condition that he 
would carry that Ring unto her; which Ring Valentins accepted; and the 

- Green Knight yielded himſelf a Priſoner, and is now going towards France, 
to accompliſh that Oath that he before had given him. Valemine having 
received this Ring, never reſted till he had feen the Lady ſo commended 
to him. Afterthis, the Green Knight, by conſent, was crowned King of 
the Green Mountain, and there held great State : Preſently upon his 
| of Friendſhip concluded, he gave command throughout all his 
Hoſt, that every Man ſhould depart away from the Confines of Aquitain, 
and return into their Countries without doing any further Damage to Duke 
Savary's Country.

Blandiman, thy words ſtrikes me into a Thouſand 
Fears, what ſhould be become of my Siſter ? But ſeeing thou canſt tell

work _ Wi!ls oy their young Brother Charlemain, againſt whom they 
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chiefly; oppoſed themſelves, as hereafter will appear. But to return to 
Blandiman, who hearing the King ſpeak fo much of the Children, demand- 
ed of the King, if he knew in what Country they were. Why, faid the 
King, one of theſe I have brought up in my Court, in ſuch Faſhion, that

80 
it is, that long I was fought withal, by divers valiant Knights of all 
Countries, yet there was not any that could overcome me, but endureth 
Death, and there ſtill hangeth upon a Trec: At laſt it ſo fell out, that there

The Emperor was cloſe confin'd 
n In 
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upon this good Omen, charged the Souldan's Battle with great. Fury, 
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in the City, by reaſon of the long continued Siege; but when he heard Re- 
lief was come, he took Courage, and the Pagans were much alarmed ; but 
the Souldan with big words encouraged them, not only to ſubdue Conſtan- 
rinople, but Rome it ſelf, leſſening and deriding the Valour of the Chriſtian 
Army.

Green Knight reſcued and remounted him: Then great was the Slaughter on 
both ſides ; for the Emperor iſſuing aut with his Army, the Infidels were 
in a manner hemmed in; and King Pevir preſſing on, cryed, Courage, no- 
ble Brother, and you ſhall have News of your Lady Beliſant This made 
him encourage his Men to the utmoſt, crying for Conſtantinople ;- which fo 
heartened them, eſpecially with his own and King Pepin's Example, that 
they fought like Lyons.

Theſe diſcourſes 
finiſhed, Ferragus departed with his Queen nd other attendants, and en- 
tzring the Great Hall, with very much E:-nour and Reverence they 
receives the Lady Clerimond, the Queen thus ſaying unto her: Siſter, welcome, 
tor | have long defired to have a Sight of von. I ady (quoth Clerimond) I

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his Men of War, and being thus put in a Readineſs, he ſuddenly iſſued 
out of the Town, venturing to raiſe the Siege. Amongſt the reſt, Valen- 
tine and Orſon made theli Appearance, being allo accompanied with little 
Pacoler, but theſe three were not known unto any at that time: Where 
we will now lcave them a little, to hear what followeth.

& | HE Duke of Auitair calling to mind the huge Army of the Sarazcns 
that lay before the City, valiantly reſolv ed to give them preſent hat- 


tle the next Morrow, ſo calling up all his Forces, and placing them in a 


Readineſs, there happened a bloody Battle before the City of Aquirain, and 
many a brave Leader on both Parts there loſt their Lives. The Gyant Fer- 
ragus himſelf was amoagſt the Thickeſt, gathering himſelf as near as he 
could unto the Standard-bearer. The chief Men Slain in this Battle, were 
Ix valiant Knights, that is to ſay, Baudumain, Bondry, William, Galeram, 
Anthony the good Marſhal, and Gloriam the Hardy; all near about the 
Duke of Aqurain, and they that had the chief Command throughout his 
Camp. This happening, the Chriſtians were forced to fall Back, whereby 
the Duke himſelf was begirt with Enemies, ſo that none might come to 
Succour him; yet in the midſt of theſe Dangers, he bare himſelf moſt vali- 
ant, and ftill eryed; Aquitan, Aquitain. My Noble Hearts fight on for 
Aquitain;, but in the End, all little availed, Ferragus having once gotten 
a Sight of him, came near, and at laſt took him Priſoner, and led him to 
his Pavilion. Ferragus having thus beſtowed the Duke, came up again 
to the Battle, which ſtruck ſuch an amazement into the Hearts of the Chri- 
| ftians, that they would have forſaken the Field, eſpecially, becauſe they had 
Joſt the Duke, their Lord and Maſter. - Valentine and Orſin ſeeing them 
thus to waver, came to them with all the Speed they could, and cryed to 
them with a loud Voice: Valiant and Men of Agquitain, ſhew your ſelves 
Men, Run not away in time of Extremity, for if you do, Iamentable will 
de your Reproach, be Hardy and Conragious; once again let us try the 
Fortune of the Day. a 

Theſe two Knights having thus done ſpeaking, the People began afreſh 


to gather up their ſcattered Forces, and turned them once more on the Sa- 


razens, with a double Courage. By this time Tydings was brought into 
the City, that the Duke was taken Priſoner, at which ill News the Lady 
fenen lameated more than all the Reſt; ſaying with a heavy Heart, ſhed- 
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ing Tears: Alas my Father! now is your Life in Hazard, for from theſe 
Sarazens ther is no Hope of any Mercy. Farewel ſweet Father (quoth 
ſhe) I ſhall never hereafter ſee you again, but ſhall be here left a dejected 
Orphan. Alus Orſon, my Love, thy long and tedious ſtaying abroad doth 
much diſtemper me, for if you were here preſent, there would be ſome 
Lope to gain my Fathers freedom. 

Valentine all this while is amongſt the thickeſt, hewing forth his Way 
with his Sword. Or n on the other Side was not Idle, for he had taken 
an Oath thit he would free the Duke {rom Captiyity, or leave his Body 
amongſt the Reſt. Pacolet the Moi tn and Dwarf, promiſed Orſon aid 
and aſſiſtance at need; and thus all bulicd and nigh Hand wearied, Orſon 
put Spurs to his Horſe, and ran violcatly throw the Battle, and efcaped : 
Orſon and Pacolet being paſt Danger, hurted away their own Shields, and 
hanging about their Necks the Shields of the urgent, fer forth with the 
Image of Mahbomer in them, and by this ſubtilty they paſſed quite throw 
the Camp of the Pagans, for Pacolet could ſpeak their Language Right 
well. Now are they come unto the Pavilion of ferragus, where the Duke 
lay in Bands, thinking to hve relcaſed him: But Paceler perceiving the 
Number of his Guard to he too mighty for them, he ſuddenly caſt them all 
by his Charms into a deadly Sleep: Being thus made faſt, he came unto the 
Duke and ſaid unto him: Come with us preſently, mount this Horſe, for 
ve are come to ſet you free from the Power of Ferragus ; if you doubt what 
I am, I am the Knight which in your Hall demanded Wages of you, and 
you allowed me Liberally. Stand no longer to queſtion me, neither fear 
the Power of all the Pagans here aſſembled, for 1 will ſurely be your Guide 
through the Wicked Rout. Knight, quoth the Duke, you are a welcome 
Man to my diſtreſſed Hands, and therefore for your dangerous Enterprize, 
in workiag my deliverance, L ſhall give you my fair Diaghter Fezon in 
Marriage. Indeed (I muſt confeſs FT Had den her not long to a Knight, 
but he was Wild and Savage, and he never had the uſe of his Tongue, 
but by Reaſon of his long Abſence, I fear he hath won ſome other Lady, 
and left my Daughter Husbandleſs; but to be ihort, take her for this 
thy Noble Act, and with her l freely give the half of my Duker.om, Thanks, 
quoth the Knight, ſuch a Gift is not to be refuſed; bat let that paſs, 
and Jet us make ready for our Eſcape, that we may Return unto our diſ- 
comforted Forces. Having thus ſaid, they all three took their Way back 
again through the Camp of the Enemy, without diſturbance; all this wnile 
was Faleneine in the Army, demanding what was become of his Brother 
Orſon, but he found no Man could tell him any Tydings of him, he grew 
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rondrons heavy and fad, fearing very much that he had been ſlain in the 
vnflict of the Battle. * 

Thus paſſed Valentine from place to place, to find out his Brother Orſon, 
id with a Reſolute mind rnſhed freſh into the Battle, and as a Man di- 
frafted, he laid fo forcibly about him, that not a Pagan was able to ſtand 
before him: Ferra;4s eſpying him f valiant, came up to cloſe him, and 
having gotten him once in chaſe, never left him, until he had flain his 
Horſe under him. ; 

Valentine having thus loſt his Horſe, Ferragus ſiezed on him as his Pri- 
ſoner, can ung him to be bound Hand and Foot, taking an Oath by AMahs..

The Nobles there aſſembled agreed willingly hereunto, affirming that 
ſhe could do no teſt than to Frbmit to her Fathers Will, and the Rather 
conſidering the Dangers that by him had been prevented: Orſon hearing 
all this, ſtill concealed himſelf, till he had further aſſayed the Conſtancy * 
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the Lady Fezon, acyuainting his Brother Valentins what he had purpoſed 
to do, as enſueth in tne next Chapter.

more yet have | to fay ; Which is, | have enchanted afleep the Whole hoſt 
of Frrragus, therefore if cver you mean to have Reſiſtleſs Victory po now, 
What fay you, my Lords? (quoth Orſen) methinks Tacolet hath well 
adviſed us, therefore let us go on: So they ſlaughtered all that lay before 
ther, and put Ferragus into a Moſt filthy, dark, and loathſome Priſon, 
until their Return. 7 
After this great laughter was ended, the Duke returned again into 4. 
ray in, and there commanded to have the Gyant Ferragus brought before 
im, who was by this time awaked out of his enchanted flcep, unto whom 
the Duke thus ſeid: Ferragus, if thou wilt here forſake thy Mehomer, 
and receive Baptiſm, then thou ſhalt live, which if thou refuſe to do, thou 
ſhalt. ſurely dye. Know, ſuid Ferragus, 1 had rather ſuffer a Thouſand 
Deaths: So he was ſuddenly beheaded. After his Death, Orſon took leave 
of the Duke; and went towards Conſtantinople, to aid his Father the Gre- 
ciati Emperor, and his Uncle King Pepin of France, againſt the unbelie- 
vin Sarazens, that had ſtrongly beſieged the City; but a little before his 
dep: rturc, the Duke ſaid thus unto him: Worthy King, ſith you are reſol- 
ved to depart, I will go along with yon, and bear you company; Orſon 
was very joyful to hear him fay fo, and gave him thanks; fo taking ſome 
ſm; il time to ſet things in a Readineſs, he commited the keeping of the 
City to a worthy and Valiant Knight, who brought them on towards their 
jo.:rncy. But by the way, the Empreſs Belliſant much lamented the hard 
uſtze of her Lord: But Orſon pittying her, ſaid : Mother leave off your 
Tears, and only joy in that you have been fallly accuſed, which now will 
much increaſe your Honour: But I fear moit our entrance into the City, 
which, as 1 hear, is much troubled with Sxrazens, Nay, ſuid Pacoler, 
teur not that, for | wiil work a device to enter, and my ſelt wiil go before, 
8nd tell them ſo; Do ſo, ſaid Orſen, and tell Valentine the hard Fartuncs 
Of Clerimend. Nay, quoth Pacolct, not l, 1 will be no bearer of ſuch 
fad tydings. Now King Pepin and the Emperor being ſtrongly beſicged, 
were in great diſtreſs for Victuals within the City, and there was no way 
to be relicycd but by the Sword, Then Falentine accompanied with the Green 
Knight and a worthy band of Soldiers, iſſued out of Conftantinvple, and char- 
ged upon 200 Chariots of Victuals of the Pegans, and recovered the ſame, 
with the Death of all thoſe that attended upon them. Having gotten this 
Booty, they made their return towards Conſtantinople, thinking to reco- 
ver the City, but they were begirt round about; on the one fide with the Sol- 
dan, and on theother with the King of Arabia, and thirdly with a King called

Valentine being thus in bands, great- 
ly lamented the ſtate of the Lady Cleri mond, taking leave both of his Father, 
Mother, Brother, and the reſt; ſaying, I mult now forſake you all; and 
ever again behold your Faces. The Green Ruight ſeeing him ſo paſſionate, 
ſaid, let us dye in a good canſe, and welcome Death. | 
Now vas the Souldan fet in his chear of State, to proceed to judgment; 
in the mean ſpace in comes P.zcoer, in the midſt of the throng, not kn-2wn of 
any, and came and itood before the Judgment ſeat and kneeling down, aids 
right dear Str, kaow this am a Meſſenger from your Brother Gedars, the 
K. of Argier, who to your ſuccour, hath brought along with hinz four 
mighty Kings, and by me required on which fide your Army ſhall be ranked. 
Again, he prays you, if you have any Chriſtian Priſoners, to ſend thera him, 
and he will ſend them into his own Eountry, to draw the Plow ; and here 
frands a Couple of fit inſtruments for that purpoſe. The Souldan repyced at 
theſe Tydings, and commanded he ſhould be highly feaſted tor that Night: 


mean time Valentine and the Green Knight, were glad of Pacolets company. In 


the Dead time of the Night, Pacolet went untd them, and unbound them, and 
giving to each of them a Horſe, bid them follow him. Being out of the Ene- 
mies reach, Pacolet ſaid thus ta them: Lords, be comforted, for in this lanc 
i; aſſembled the Duke of Aquitain, and the Kt.

Then Pacolet adviſed them all to go into the City of Conſtantincie, and on thi 


morrow iſſue out thereof with a mighty Army upon the Enemy, in the mea; 
ſpace I will on the other ſide fo beſtir my ſelf, that the Hoſt of the War lik 
Duke ſhall come up, and give a freſh Aſſault. Now che Souldan ſeeing this 
ſhall imagine it he his Brother, the K. of Argier. Pacolet (ſaid Halen 
tine) thou haſt well adviſed, and fo it ſhall be. effected: Thus they departed 
Pacelet took his way to the Duke of Aquitain, Who was yet on the Seu-ſhore 
telliag him that he been with the Hoſt of the Souldan, and how he. had free 
Valentine, and the Green Knight.

Father (quoth Yalen- 
tine) here you may behold my Brother Orſen, whom as yet you never knew; 
then the Emperor embraced him with Tears, and fo did the worthy K. Pepin, 
Fulentine, Orſon, the Green Kt. Blandiman, and Guidard the Merchant, he 
that vanguiſhed the falſe Arch-Prieſt. All theſe, with great Triumph, ſet out 
to viſit the Tent of the Noble Empreſs Belliſazt, and the Lady Fezon. 

By this Time they are come: When the Emperor ſaw his Wife Belliſant, 
he leapt off his Horfe, and in tears and ſighs not being able to ſpeak, he em- 
braced her: And Valentine and Orſan bare them Company in their Lamen- 
tztions, ſo did alſo many of the Reſt there aſſembled. At laſt words took 
Place, and the Emperor Re-counted all the hard Dealings that had procecd- 
ed againſt the Empreſs, requiring Pardon for what was paſt. My Lord 
(quoth-ſho) ſince it hath ſo pleaſed the Fates to bring me unto your Sight, 1

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Honour was preſerved. Sir (quoth the Lady) yon ought to be regarded for 
your ſervice to the Empire cf Greece, and the King of France: For which 

I make you my Chamberlain, and give you yearly a thouſand Marks in 
Gold. Lady, 1 thank yoar Bounty, and will attend you during Life. Then 

{aid Valentine, Mother, I pray tell me ſome Tydings of Clerimond: Fair 

Son, Clerimond hath been ſtolen from Aquitain, and given to King Trompart, 

that came to the Pagans Aid. Valentine hearing this, lookt ſtrangely 
npon Pacolet, thinking that he had deceived him, and would have ſmitten 

him, but Pacolet entreated him to be patient, for an Enchanter hath ſtolen 

my Horſe away; but I am revenged on him, by cutting off his Head Falen- 

tine underſtanding theſe Misfortunes, and that every one was Innocent, 

grew into bitter Paſſions for his loſs.

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Chap. XXXV. How King Pepin tot leave of the Emperor at his Departure from Greece, and how 
Orſon went along with him. How Garnier fainting, left the Knife in the Bed, and accuſed 
Orſon falſely of Treaſon: And how the Knife was found in the King®s Bed. And hem Orſon claim. 
ed Combat againſt his Accuſers, when they would have atjudred him: and it was (5y the twelve 
Peers of France) granted And bow Valentine in ſeeking Clerimond, arrived at Antioch, and 
Faught with a Dragon and in the end flew the Dragon. And how Valentine after the Conqueſt 
of the Dragon coufing the King of Antioch, and all his Land to be batte: and of the lawleſs 
Love of the Queen Rozamond. and bow the King of Antioch war put '» Death for Renouncing 
his Mahometry, by Kirg Brandiffer, bie Wifes Father, and how the Emprrer of Gtecce, and the. 
Green Knight were taken Priſeners by Bandiffer, 


Heſe Wars thus ended, K. Pepin took leave of the Emperor, and 
returned into Fance. Orſon would needs go along with his Uncle 
Pepin, and ſpend the Remainder of his Days in his Serviee. The King 
was content, and ſaid unto him, Iwill make you high Conſtable of Fance, 
moreover, if it ſo chance that my Young Son Charles ſhould Deccaſe be- 
fore me, Iwill make you X. of France, I thank you gracious Uncle, and 
you ſhall find me faithful: and a long with me will I hear the Lady Fezon : 
The Day of taking leave came, and each emhraced other with kiſſes and 
Tears: But Valentine could nor reſt, for he had Joſt his Love, wherefore I 
am reſolved to ſeek my love, for whom I endangered my Life, and by my 
Sword I won her: Her I bewail, and her will I Recover again, if ſhe be 
alive: But if I find not, ſhort and woeful will be my Days: And ſo he called 
Pacolet to him, and ſaid, Wilt thou ſerve me, and be my Campanion in 
| this unknown Task? Sir quoth he, willingly ; and am Ready when- 
| ſoever you ſhall ſet forward. Then Valentine made all things in a Readi- 
| neſs for his departure; and now hath taken Sea, and left his Country; on- 
iy Accompanied with three Attendance. Now we leave him, and ſp&ak of

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| he was attended by his Guard, and Chamberlain, as the manner was. The K. 
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King Pepin, who by this time is ſeated in Parris, and. was honOurably Re- 


ceived :. But a bove all, the valiant Orſen was highly eſteemed; inſomuch, 
that he had even all the Command of the Kingdom delivered unto him. if 
onght was brought before the King, Orſon-was the Man to be ſued unto, 
this Greatneſs of Orſon fretted Hauſray and Henry (of whom you have 
heard before) to the Heart, inſomuch that they plotted means how to take a- 
way his Life, ſaying, it was much to their Indignity, that Orſun ſhonld 


| be thus -prefered before them, being Sons unto the King: . Surely, ſays 


the one to the other, his Glory cannot long endure, for his own Pride will 
be. his overthrow, Ay, but (ſaid Hazfray) underſtand me, we have two 
Nephews, Sons unto our Elder Siſter, to wit, FHlerent and Garnier 


theſe are both hardy and fierce, aad by them methinks ſome Plot might 


be ſet on foot again, they are fit Members to Execute any Villany, for one 
is Butler unto the King, the other is Uſher unto his private Chamber: Now 
either of theſe” may enter into the King's Chamber, and Murder him in 
his Bed, and ſuch a deed being done, it will ſurely belaid to Or/or*s charge, 
for he only hath the Guard of his Perſon. if this can be effected, Orſon 


will ſurely be Codemned to Death, and the Realm wholly light into our 


Hands. | 

upon this Reſolution, they ſent for theſe two Inſtruments of Murder, 
to acquaint them with the Treaſon, and being come, Haufray ſaid unto them: 
Sirs, I and my Brother have laid a Plot to do us good, and Raiſe you to 
Honour; which thing we chuſe rather to offer unto you, for that you are 
Allied unto us, and therefore we Reſpect you before others. Thus it is you

Uncle (ſaid Garnier) doubt not but that I ſhall undertake this 
Enter rize, Shortly after, Garnier on a Night when the King was at 
Supper, got a Knife, and fecretly entered into the King's Chamber, and hid 
kimſelfbehind the Hangings. When the Hourofthe King's going to bed came,

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being ſaid, every Man departed, faye only Orſon, who confered with the 
King till he fell aſleep: Orſon ſeeing the King aſleep, laid himſelf down

The dead time of the Night was come, wherein Garnier aſſayed (having 
the Knife Ready) this bloody Enterpriſe : But being come to the Bed-ſidez.. 
Ready to lift up his Arm to ſtrike the fatal ſtroak, he thought the K. would: 
awaken, and fo trembliag for fear, laid himdown by the Bed-ſide, and durſt 
not ſtir: Anon he would adventure again, but being (as before) poſſeſt 
with fear, he put the Knife within the Bed, and then he Returned to the 
place from whence he came. Orſon all the white ſlept ſoundly, miſ-doubting | 
nothing but yet was troubled with a frightful Dream, which was, that one 

would have robbed his Wife of Honour: Alſo he thought, that Yeſide a 


River, he ſaw two Herons Fight with a Hawk, but the Hawk of nded her 


ſelf fo valiantly, that he had ſlain the two Herons, had they notgheen aſſiſt- 
ed by a multitude of little Birds, and the Herons likewiſe had (lafhe Hawk, 
but that an Eagle Reſcued him. 

At this Dream Orſon awaked, and was much aſtoniſhed thereat, ſaying, 
the Gods preſerve my Brother Valentina from Treaſon. By this time, the 
Day broak, and Orſon ſoftly ſtole out of the Chamber, fearing to awaken the 
King. when Garnier ſaw Orſon gone, he alſo followed ſoon after, and took 
his way towards the Chamber, where he found the two Brethren, who long- 
eth to hear the News: Garnier, quoth they, tell us what is done: Lords 
(faid Garnier) I would not do the like again for all the Gold in France, and 
yet I have not hurt the King, for ſtil] as I was a lifting up my Hand to ſtrike, 
fear and horror did fo affright me, that I durſt no more adventure. But I 
have adviſed me of another Plot, and have on purpoſe left the Knife in the 
King's Bed, and this it is, we will Accuſe Orſan of Treaſon, and tell the King, 
there are four Traytors, whereof Orſon is the Principle. Alſo, they will make 
away little Charles, and ſo wholly poſſeſs the Crown. to prove this, we 
will fay, Orſon hath conveyed a Kalfe into the Kiag's Bed, if any demand 
how we know thereof, we will ſay, one of us ſtanding at the Door, keard 
all their conference. Garnier, ſaid Haufray, you ſay well, but if Orfon deny 
it, you and your Brother ſhall crave Combat againſt him, ſay that by ſuch 
adventure you come by the worſt, my Brother and I ſhall ind Men enough 
to Reſcue you, Thus they reſolved, and thus was Treafon laid the Second 
time for Orſon the innocent.

Falſe and diſloyal Man can ſich a thought enter 
into thy Breaſt, as to take away my Life, whom 1 have more reſpected than 
Mhildren! Liege, quoth Orſon, be not ſo lightly carried away to be- 
| Kccuſarion, for I proteit | am clear of any ſuch thought, and ſhall 
prove envy the Author of all theſe Treaſons. Speak no more (ſaid the K.) 
tor if the Knife be found in the Bed, T will have no further proof: So calling 
to his Lords, he ſaid : Lords, I was never ſo ſuddenly confounded, as at 
this preſent. Sir (ſaid Aylon Daugler) I know not what to ſay, but 1 
cannot beleave that. Orſon is guilty of the Treaſon againſt your Majeſty : 
Yea but (ſaid the K.) if we find a Knife in the Bed, it is an evident ſign to 
move me to believe it; I pray let us go make tryal. So the K. went him- 
ſelt into the Chamber, accompanied with many Witneſſes, where they found 
the Knife as Garnier ſaid : Alas! (ſaid the K.) in whom may I truſt, when 
my own kinſman ſeeketh my life, but 1 vow he ſhall ſuffer a ſhameſul deatn. 
With that a valient Kt. named S mon, came to Orſon, which loved him 
well, and aid : Alas ! Sir, flye and ſave your life, for the K. has found 
the Knife in his Bed; and ſo the K. hath vowed your Death.

The time being come that they ſhoanid fight, Duke A lan Daugler, mp- 
fon, Galeram, and Garvaies, brought forth O; for he was well beloved:

and threw him on the Earth; but as he would have wounded him in the Belly, 
| Florent came-upon-Orſon, and uot him fuch a Stroak on the Helm, that he 

made him ſtagger ; Orſon vexed hercat, ſmote him ſo, that he overthrew his 
Horſe dead to the Earth, and after took of his Helm. Florant (ſaid gp his 
Brother) flie not, return, or we ſnall be vanquiſhed, and herewithal they 
made a freſh Encounter upon Orſen, and with their Swords laid on fo luſtily, 

that the Stroaks entered his Armour, and drew Blood, Orſon ſeeing himſelf 
} wounded, ſmote off one of Florant's Arms; but yet he gave not over. Orſon 
| eſpying him making a Blow at him, made as if he would have ſtruck at 
| Garnier, but ſuddenly withdrawing his Arm, hit Florent in ſuch wiſe, that

he fell down dead to the Earth. and after ſaid unto Garnier, Traytor, thou 
* ſhalt after except thou confeſs the Treaſon. Not ſo, Orſon, for 1 will 
| be revenged on thee for my Brothers Death: Haufray aud Henry diſliked 
the Match, and ſaid, one of our Nephews is flain, and if he overcome 


ia danger. Brother (ſaid Hauſray) I will tell you what may be done, as 
| foon as we perceive Carnier to be overcome, before he confeſs any thing, 
I. we will enter into the Field, and ſo the Treaſon ſhall not be known. 
F Qnoth Henry be it fo. Now are both the Champions at it in the Field. 
k Garnier (ſaid Orſon) you ſee you cannot eſcape my Hands, therefore confeſs 
the Treaſon, and I will fave your Life. Boy (quoth Garnier) thy fair 
ir are little worth, for ſeeing I have loit an Ear, I little reſpect any 
place of Honour; ſo rather chuſing to die valiantly, or Conquer thee, I ſet 
down my reſt, that here [ will finiſh my Fortunes, either to conqer or be 
| conquered. Agreed (quoth Orſon) and ſith Death is ſo welcome to thee, 
defend thy ſelf, for this ſhall be the longeſt Day of thy Life: And thus he 
makes at Garnier, and by ſtrength of Arms threw him under him, and pul- 
Hed off his Helm, Haufray ſeeing there was no way but one, cryed out, Or- 
| for ſlay him not, for we know he hath wrongfully accuſed you, and we vill 
do ſuch juſtice upon him, as to ſo foul an Act appertaineth : and Haufray 
aid unto Garner, Nephew, coateſs the Fact, and we will be a means un

the other, he will cauſe him to confeſs the Treaſon, and thereby bring us

and fo killed him. Nephew, be ware of that Hazy, for he hath ſurely a 
Hand in it, but for this time I will hold my Peace. The King and Barons 
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to the King for your pardon. Lord ſaid Garnier, I did put the Knife into 
the King's bed; in ſpeaking theſe words, Hæufray drew out his Sword and 
ran him thorow ; and after faid, Lords, let this Traytor be hanged on the 
Gallows, as he hath well deſerved : But Couſin Or/on lam ęlad of your 
Victory, for it proveth you Innaceat : And though Carnier were my Nephew, 
yet I will never acknowledge him of my Blood. News coming to the Lady 
Fezon, (he was glad of Or/or's Victory; King Pepin alſo came, ſaying, Ne- 
phew, you have indured dangerous wounds. Uncle, quoth Or/on, the 
Traytors are vanquiſhed, and Haufray made Garnier confeſs the Treaſon, 
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returned into the City of Paris, and made great Joy for the Victory: Haufray 
and Henry ſpeak well of him, but in their Hearts they imagined miſchief, 
which after came to light, and they had their deſert, where we leave them, 
and return to Valentine who rod from place to Place to find out Clerimond. 
Falentin:, having travelled long, at laſt arrived in the City of Aztioch, 
thinking to find out. Clerimond. Pacolet being with nim, could ſpeak their 
language, and took up their Lodging in a great Man's Houſe, but the hoſt 
of the Houſe was ſomewhat doubtful, and when they were in the Chamber, 
he would harken, inſomuch that at laſt he underſtood they were Chriſtians, 
whereupon he went to the King of Arr:och, and faid : Sir, there are four 
Chriſtians in my Houſe, that have enrered your Land without paying Tri- 
bute.

The King ſaid, you muſt either renounce your Chriſtian Faith, or elſe fight 
with a dreadful Dragon that hath devoured many Men: fhe is bigger then 
a Horſe, wingedlikea Foul, feathered like a Griffen, the Head of a Serpent, 
a great Sting within her Mouth, a fierce look, the Skin covered with red ſcales, 
and ſhe hath the Feet of a Lyon. (quoth Valentine) This is ſome hideous 
Monſter, yet will I trv my Fortune agatuſt her, if you will but grant me one 
requeſt, which is, that if I conquer this Dragon, you well then change your 
Mahometry, and become Chriſtian : The King bound it with an Oath that 
he would, for there were never any returned alive that attempted it. Then 
Valentine cauſed a Shield to be made, and thereon faſtaed a great number 
of long Spikes of ſteel, a Foot long, as ſharp as Needles. 

This Shield being made, Valentine put on Armor, and buckling on his 
Helm, girded his Sword to his fide, took leave of bis Man, and mounting

Then deſſended from his tiorſe, and left his ſharp 
Ax at his Saddle Bow, and went towards the Serpent, thinking to have 
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ſmitten her, but ſhe lifted up her Paw to ſmite Valentine, whoſubtilly watch- 


ing his opportunity, lifted up his Shield (armed as you have heard with 


ſpikes) and fo the Serpent broached her Foot upon them, who feeling he 
elf hurt, ſhe cryed out moſt horribly, drawing back, Valentine perſued, but 
when the Serpent ſee him approach, fhe roſe upon her Feet, but that much 
exrin® the Shield, ſhe ran Back.

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and the Dragon, but ſtill ſhe fearing the pricks of the Shield, by which he 
held her in Play, in the one Hand he bare his Shield, and in the other his 
Sword, wherewith he gave the Serpent a marvellous Blow under the Ear, 
but with the Blow he broke his Sword. Valentine was in great Danger when 
his Sword was broken, for the Beaſt grew fo angry, that with her Paw ſhe 
rent his Armour quite through. Valentine ſtill purſuing ker, and drew forth 
a Knife, and ſtruck it into her Throat, but ſhe little regarded it: Valentine 
ſeeing all this do nothing, ran and fetched the Ax at his Saddle Bow, and re- 
turning unto her, ſubtilly waiting his advantage, gave the Serpent ſuch a 
Blow with his Ax : that he cut of moſt part of her Tail, whereat ſhe roared 
moſt Hideouſſy. After this ſhe flew at Valentine's Head, and pulling off his 
Helm, ſmote him to the Ground, but he quickly getting up, was half amaz- 
ed at his Head being uncovered : Pacolet perceiving his Maſter in diſtreſs, got 
into the City, and put himſelf in Arms, got another Helm, and bare it to 
his Maſter; Valentine perceiving him, ſaid: Friend, I am well nigh Spent, 
go thy Ways and commend me to my Friends, for if thou ſtay here thou 
muſt dye with me. But for all this, Pacolet came to Falentine, and deli- 
vered the Helm: the Serpent ſeeing that, came to Pacolet and taking him 
by the right Leg, pulled him down under her, giving him a puſh with her 
Paw, that he felt it through his Armor, and had ſlain him, had not Valen- 
tine with his Ax cut off her Noſe, and put out one of her Eyes: theſe hurts 
made the Beaft mad, and opening her Wing, ſhe flew to the Top of a high 
Rock: Then went Valentine to his Helm, thinking to have put it on again, 
but ſuddenly the Beaft came flying down, and he was fain to cover his 
Head with his Shield, which the Dragon eſpying, returned again to the 
Rock. Then Pacolet put on Valentines Helm, and faid : Sir, I am fore 
wounded, and muſt of neceſſity return to the City, to get ſome Relief, for 
my Health faileth: As ſoon as the Dragon ſaw him a great Way off, ſhe 
aſlailed Valentine, and flying directly at his Head, thought to have laid hold 
thereon but Valentine threw his Ax ſo Right, that he cut off one of her 
Wings, whereby ſhe could not fly. The Dragon being down, Valentine 
quickly ſmote off the other Wing; ſo that the Battle was moſt Violent be- 
tween them, inſomuch that he was not able to lift up his Arm any longer 
to wield his Ax; but leaving all, he got up into a Tree, to reſt his wearied 
Limbs, and the Beaſt not able any more to fly, beheld him with a cruel 
Countenance, caſting out of her Mouth nothing but ſtinking Vapours. V. 
lentine being well refreſhed, came down, and went towards the Drago 
that ran ſo fiercely at him: Valentine ſtill put the Shield before him, "2 
with his Ax cut her left Thigh, wherewithal ſhe fell to the Earth. Valentine 
Kill purſues his Stroaks, — ran * Ax ſo far in her Throat, that 2 fell 
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down Dead. Valentine having thus overeome the Dragon, the King called 
unto him, and ſaid ; Of all Kts. thou art the moſt Hardy, for by thy Valour 
is our City delivered of a fearful Enemy, that hath much damaged us. 
With theſe words they entered the City, 21d ſo to the Place where a folemn 
Feaſt was held. Then the King cauſed Valentines Wou Gs to He carefully 
healed. The Queen likewiſe highly honoured aim, for ſhe was enamorcd 
on him fo hotly, that for to gain his Love, ſhe would have wrouglt the 
Death of the King her Husband. 

Valentine having well refrehed himſelf, and healed his Wounds within 
the City of Antioch, he fatd unto the King: vir, ou remember your Pro- 
miſe, that you and your People would receive Baptiſm, if I overcome the 
Dragon; you ſec he is (lain by me only. True (quoth the King) and look 
what I promiſed; I will perform: And thereupna ſent his preſent Edict 
throughout the Land, That cvery one ſhould forſake his Aſabomet, and be 
Baptized... The Queen fent for Fs/entine to her Chamber, who preſently 
went to her, and ſaid, Lady, I am come at your Command, and ready to da 
you Service. Ah! ſaid the Lady, thou art of great Hardineſs, Wiſdom, 
Strength and all Valour belonging to a Famous Warrier, happy 13 the 
Lady that ſhall enjoy thy Love: O fthatT were not a Woman, or a Woman 
not under Subjection : Ol could love thee beyond human Reafon, had'ſt 
thou but ſo much Liberty as to Embrace me, or to grant me Love. Lady 1 
thank you, but you have Wedded a Puiſſant King, nd bim only ought you 
to Love and Honour. Knight, 'tis true, I have been eveteonſtant to hit 
hut ſince I firſt beheid. thee, all my thoughts werd captivated. Falentint 
ſeeing the Queen ſo eaggr; feplyed, Lady, if the King ſhonld bat know or 
SuſpeX me, 1 ſhould ſur&y be put to Death. Agaih, he is old, you are young, 
rat your ſelf corfent l return from my ĩnyended Journey, to the Holy 
Sepulchre, and then if the King be Dead, Fwillingly give my ſelf unto you. 
Hereupon {he played the Part af many Women that are weary of their Hus- 
bands, for the Love of others: Even fo began this Queen to practice: for 
one Nigit, as the Queen was. going to bed, a Cup of Wine was brought unto 
Her, as the Cuſtom was, wherein ſhe had conveyed Poyſon,and after preſen- 
ted it unto the King: But he having ſome ubt thereof, ditliked it,fying, 
Lady, look what Dring you have brewed, either Drink it your ſelf, or tell me 
what you have put into it. The Lady being in this perplexity, knew not 
what to ſay, but falling on her Knees, craved Pardon, and ſaid that Valen- 
tie procured her to do it. I do beleave thee, quoth the King, and Pardon 
thee ; {o they lay together that Night, bur ſhe ſtill requeſted, that Falentine 
might be put to Death: He ſhall as ſure as I live, quoth the King, She 
hearing che King fy io, was very Sorrowful, and ſecretly calling, to one of 
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her Maidens, ſent to Valentine, to tell him her Will, and what the King 
had decreed againſt him: Valentine hearing of this Accuſation, whereof B 
he was innocent. faid ; What will not a Woman undertake ? Now for the 
Love of the Queen muſt I depart like a Traytor, or elſe lay her ſhame open 
to the World ; well, I will rather depart with Diſhonour to my ſelf than 
her. And therewithal calling up his Attendants, before the Morning, he 
departed the City, and came to the Sea-fide, where lay a Ship full of Paſ- 
ſengers ready to put off, in amongſt the reſt goes he and his Company; ſo 
hoiſting Sails they departed. On the Morrow when the Eing was vp, he 
| cauſed all his Nobles to be aſſembled, and faid nnto them, Lords, I am moſt 

deceived in the Man whom I moſt truſted, and he whom in Heart I held 
deareſt hath betrayed me, Valentine I mean, who for to gain the lawleſs 
Love of my Queen, hath ſtirred her up to poyſon me; therefore let us 
proceed to ſudge him ſome ſhameful Death. 

Amongſt the reſt an aged wife Baron ſaid, We have no reaſon to proceed 
againſt an Offender, without calling him to anſwer. Again, where he ne- 
ver fo great an Offender, we onght to hear him Whereupon Valentine 
was ſent for, but inſtead of Valentine came his Hoſt, who told them [Falen- 
tine was gone before break of Day from his Houſe, but whither he knew 
not. The King hearing this ſent forth Men to follow and perſue him; but 
all in vain, for he was paſt their reach on the Sea. Shortly after that the 
King of Antioch was converted, his Wives Father Brandifer, a Turk, had 
ſo great a ſpleen againſt the King for altering his Relegion, that he ſent to 
him for his Daughter Rozamond. When the King heard this unjuſt de- 
mand, he gain- ſaid him; hereupon Brandiffer came upon him with 100009.

Valentine into Angory againſt King Pepin: How King Pepin teok the City Angery. | 


OU have heard already of the Death of K. Trompart, who ſtole away 
the Lady Clerimend upon Pacolet's Horſe : Alſo how ſhe got Pardon for 
one whole Year before ſhe would Marry. Now is the time expired, and all 


| this while appeareth no Succour for her Relief, which ſhe had fo long expect- 


ed, therefore 2 Lady) now is ſhe put to her Shifts, and to ſave her Maid. 
en-head, ſhe feigned herſelf very Sick. This News coming to the King's 
Ear, that the fair Clerimond was extream Sick, at which he grew very ſad, ; 
and came to viſit her, at laſt he would have put his Hand about her Head, to 
Have held it, but ſhe refuſing, took his Arm away, and lift up her Head hers 
ſelf, making Signs that ſhe would Bite him, at which Action he wondred, and 
grew much aſtoniſhed thereat.

Thefe words paſt, he left the Lady; and mounted 
bis Port en he took bis Shield and Spcar, and being prepared, 
they t ont 1c tf the other H fiercely, that Valentins ran his Spear quite 


thronsh the Body of the Pazan, inſomuch as he fell down Dead. Then 
went Falentine to the Maiden, ſaying : Damoſel, now' is your Enemy 
laid ln the Duſt, but I pray ſhew me the cauſe why this Man brought you in- 
to this Wood: Sir, I will tell nothing ſave the truth; yeſter-night late he 
came to my Father's Houſe to lodge, and there attempting the uſe of my Bo- 
dy, but could not, he departed from me, and went into the Chamber of my 
Father, and there New him.

know, that above all Men, I love and hold you dear, you and afl yours I receive 

into my pay : Yet one thing ſtill remaineth, that you muſt do for me ; Go 
into Indie, and defic the King thereof in my Name, telling him: That l am 
ready prepared to avenge the Death of my Father,whom he hath ſhamefufly 
put to Death, except he come preſently before me, witha Cord about his Neck, 
ready to receive the Sentance as by me,and my Barrons ſhall be impoſed on 
im: If he deny it, tell him, Iwill ſhortly viſit him and his Land with War, and 
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not leave one Town or Village unranſaked; nor ſpare the hfe of any. Sir 
(faid Valentine) all this I fhall gladly do, altho? I know it to be dangerous. 

Then Q. Roſamond ſecing Valentine ready to depart, entered into her 
Chamber, and by one of her Damſek, ſent for him; and ſk- ſaid to him: 
Kt. you are welcome. for | had a great defire to ſee you. So had I Lady 
(quoth Y-lentine) as great a deſire to ſee you: For ſince | faw you, I un- 
derſtand your Husband is Dead, and that you are married again. Lady you 
know that for the Love of you (within Antioch) I ſuſtained much danger of 
life: Tis true (ſaid the Lady) and I acknowledge my felt guilty ; but now

long ago, the King of Hdie, requeſted me for his Wife; and the truth is, L lo- 
ved him better than this Traytor, but my Father croſſed me in it: Now 
this K. of Indie, in token of love, ſent me a, Ring, which hitherto I have 
kept. and not ſhewed to any ſave your ſelf z but ſeeing I perceive his malice i 
towards you. I will give you that which ſhall defend you from danger, and 
make you return a victorious Knights and tho? Jam atlured you have no 
need of my Love, in that you have promiſed it to a nother Lady, yet I can- 
not forget, my Heart, which for your love lies in thralled. Therefore. when 
you come before the King of Indie, after reverence made, and ſalutations from 
King Lucar, next greet him from nie, as my Love and ſecret Friend, and tell 
him, tho' my Father hath given me to King Lucar, yet his love cannot once 
flip out of my Brraſt, but ſtill hat h- aſſurance, and full hope one Day to meet 
with him again, when as we. may enjoy our wiſhed Pleaſures; tell him al- 
fo, that when King Lucar bringeth his Hoſt, Iwill come with him; and 
then it there be any valour in him he may carry me away whither he will. 
Now to the end he ſhall not find your Words to be in vain, hear him this Ring. 
Lady (quoth Falentine) for your care, love, and gocd will towards me, I hum- 
bly thank yon, and have no doubt, but that I ſhall deliver your meſſage ſo ef- 
fectually to the K. of Indie, that you ſhall ſhoxrly receive Anſwer thereof. S0 
taking his leave, be went to K. Lacar, who allowed him ten Marriners to 
conduct bim over an Arm of the Sea, that lyeth between Eſclardy and Indie; 
ſo that ha vine a proſperous wind the next Morning they arrived ata Port two | 
Miles from the Palace of the K of Þrdie. Then Valentive boiiig arrived, he | 
drew forth his Horſt outofthe Ship, and be ked him; and ſaid unto the Mar- | | 
riners, abide her rill my return, for it ha not de long cer I be & 1pit- ol 
ched. One of the Marriners ſaid unto che reit; if ic return, the ev il 
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muſt bring him, for of fifty Meſſengers, not one returned again: FYalew- 
eine over- heard this muttering Speech, but made no Anſwer : S0 he took 
His way to the City, and when he was near the Palace,, he alighted off his 
Horſe, and ent to the King, who was in his Hall, richly adorned, accom- 
punied with three Kings. As he came up the Hall, the King ſaluted him with 
2 wrinkled Brom, and thought he wes a Meſſenger of King Lucar's, and ſaid 
aloud to him: Art thou not a Servant of King Lucar's ? Sir (ſaid Valentine) 
am, and bring you tydings that will fret your Heart; but on the other ſide, 
] bring ſuch gladſome news, from the fair Rox amond, that your very Soul 
«ll leap to hear it: Meſſenger, know this that in the ſpight of K. Lucar 
thou ſhould t have fuffered Death, but for the Love and Reverence I owe to 
that Lady, thou ſhalt receive no injury, if ſo be, that thou canſt ſhew me 
{ome token from her. Yes (ſaid Valentine) that I ſhall ſhew, and deliver m 
Meſſage ſo, that 1 will not ſwerve from the truth thereof. That I belon 
zo K. Lucar, you know, who by me ſendeth theſe Words; That for the 
Death of his Father, You muſt come and yield to his Mercy, with a Rope a- 
bout your Neck, as a Man Guilty of fo fon} a Deed, to receive Sentance of 
Death, according to your Deſert z if you refuſe it (as a Meſſenger) I breath 
Defiance againſt you, and tell you he will ſhortly come, and lay waſt your 
Land, and ranſcak your Dominions : Meſſenger, I underſtand thee, and ſet 
light by theſe his bold Threats: and for anſwer to this matter, thou ſhalt 
have Letters, wherein ſhall be explained how little we regard his Menaces, 
and alfo how ready l am to receĩve his Forces that ſha come to whip my Land: 
Therefore leave you theſe proud brags, and return to that thou haſt to ſay 
concerning the fair Lady Xozamond, for I moſt of all deſire to hear from her: 
Sir (ſaid Valentine) on her behalf I ſalute you as her Love, and ſhe ſendeth 
you word that ſhe is againſt her will married to King Lucar, whom ſhe never 


— 


loved. Again, the poor Lady is ſo burthened with love towards you, that if 
ſhe might have her Will, you ſhould ſoon perceive, that none ſhould en joy 


her but your ſelf; for ſhe told me that ſhe will come hither, in the company 
.of the King her Husband, when he taketh up Arms to invade you; and then 
may you find other means to accompliſh your Deſire : By Mahomer (ſaid the 
Indiæn King) this pleaſeth me extreamly: Sir (ſaid Valentine) whether theſe 
come from a true Heart or no, I cannot tell; but for token that all is true 
that 1 have ſaid, receive here a Ring which you gave unto her, and though 
"Women do prove Variable, yet methinks ſhe Speaks of you from her inward 
Breaſt : Friend (quoth he) this is the ſame Ring indeed, and my Heart is o- 
vercame with Joy, go thy ways in, and take thy repaſt, while, in the mean 
Time, I get the Letters ready, thou ſhalt take with thee to anſwer this defi- 
ance. Valentine went in as the King commanded, and was highly feaſted 
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and he ſtill demanded after Clerimend, but could not hear of her. By this 
Time came the King, and delivered unto him the Letters, and Yalentine tak- 
ing his leave of him, knew not that his Love was in the Court, who abode 
many evil Days for the Love of him, and ſtill deſired to hear ſome News of 
him. in the End he ſhall find her, but he muſt ſuffer many Tribulations, and 
hard Atchievments. Valentine made great haſt to be freed out of Indie, and 
taking Horſe, he came to the Haven where the Marriners ftaid ; at his com- 
ing they were amazed, and thought that he had not done his Meſſage : Ma- 
{ers (quoth Valentine) fear nothing, for I have accompliſhed my Meſſage, and 
am ſafely returned. Then the Marriners ſaid, we much Marvel thereat. 
At theſe Words he took Ship, and on the Morrow they were in Eſelardy. Va- 
lentine made no ſtay, but as ſoon as he had deſcended his Horſe, he went to 
the Palace of the King, finding him there accompanied with King Br andiffer , 
and Fourteen other Kings that were come to the Succour of King Lucar, 
againſt the Indian King: At the return of Valentine they wondered, for the 
King ſent him on Purpoſe never to return, wherefore he made Valentine come 
before them all, to tell what Tydings of his Meſſage.

Being laaded, they pitched their Tents in a pleaſant Field 
before the City, whillt they of the City made faſt the Gates. The King him- 
ſelf got up into a high Tower to behold their order, fo by the River ſide he 
might eſpy their Rich Pavilions, Gallantly furniſhed with Arms, and 
Streamers; then the King called anto him certain Heralds of Arms, to 
know by thoſe Arms, whoſe Tents they were. They firſt (quoth they) is 
Brand'ffers, the. Second is Lucars, and the Third is *Rozamonds with her 
Ladys, when the King did underftand that Rozamond was there, his Heart 
leapt for Joy, and ſaid, it is no Time to Sleep now, he that will have the love 
of a fair Lady, muſt venture Life and Goods, or elſe he is not worthy of her 
that will take no Pains. Hereupon reſolving, he preſently put his Men in 
Battle array, and ſuddenly iſſued ont of the City upon his Enemics, ſo 
that they were not in a Readineſs, . they little thought the Jadian had bcen 
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i Fierce; but Love made him to do it. When rhe King ſaw Brandiffer or- 
dei ing his Men in Battle Array, he left his Companiens, and with much dili- 
gence rode towards the Pavilions of the Ladies When Roſamond beheld 
it was he, ſhe gave all the Reſt of her Company the Slip, and ran violently 
into his Arms, who joyfully received her. The Indian perceiving her good.. 
wiil, got her up behind him, and puting Spurs to his Horſe, ſhe ſaid, My 
love is fixed only on you, and for your love have I long mourned, for I never 
hated Man fo much as I did King Lucas, but now I pray tnee, let me bic! 
bim farewe!, and 1 will keep my ſelf only to thee ſo long asI live. Lady quotu 
the In dian, doubt not, for 1 will not fale you, and here Lvow, &er three Days 
paſs, you ſhall be Queen of Haie, and Miſtres ot ail my Lands. Theſe words 
paſſed as he was riding away with the Lady Roſamond. At laſt the Guard 
of the Maidens came out of the Pavillion, and ran to the King, faying, My 
Lord there is evil Tydings, for this Day you have loſt the Lady Razamens, 
for the King of Indic, your utter Enemy, hath ſtolen her hence, and ts ric 
away with her, Wherctore quickly ſend your Men of War and follow him, 
that they may ſave the Honour of the Queen. Hold your peace, ſaid Luca. 
and talk no more, for be that hath got an evil Wite, it is well if he can be ru 
of her, altho' he had a heary Heart. After this he went to K. Brandiffer anc! 
Taid, Sir, 1 have ſmall joy of your Daughter, who hath left me to run 
away with a Stranger, and one that is my Enemy, leaving me inreproa ch. 
and ſhame. Faith Son (ſaid Brandifer) be not diſcontent at me, for to Da 
{ will be reveaged on him that caryed her away, ſo puting Spurs to his 
Horſe, rid after him, gathering a great Company of Men. Amongſt the 
reſt Valentine was one willing to ſhew his Fidelity, who faid unto Pacoler 
now ſhew me by thy Art ſomewhat. Then Pzcole: raiſed ſuch a Charm, 
Which ſo aſtoniſhed the Indians Eye-fight, that it ſeemed to him there was 
nothing before his Horſe but Woods, Buſhes and great Rivers. At this he 
was amazed, that he made the Lady alight ; When the Queen was on the 
Ground, fe thought ſhe ſhould have had means to fave her life with the 
King, but Vlentine was fo near to her, that he faid unto her; Lady, abide 
for you muſt go with me, for that you have a long time promiſed me you; 
love. Ah Valentine, I owe you but little love, for once I made love untc 
you, and you refuſed me, wherefore i was forced to ſeek another, but ſeeing 
am croſled thus, I yield my ſelf as your Vaſſel, fo you will make my Peac 

with Lucar. | 
Lady (faid Valentine) 1 will do my endeavour ; fo he led her to K. Lucar 
and ſaid unto him; Sir, here is the Lady Rezamond your Wife, whom th 
Indian Traytor had led away againf her will, for which ſhe was right for 
rowtul- Sir (quoth the Lady, he telleth you true, for fore-ever as the Eat 
| Ts 
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tel was begun, I ſaw one come to me, thinking it had been one of your 
Barons, that hade come to Succour me, and without any further enquiry 
mounted on his Horſe : Being on Horſe-hack, I perceived that then 1 was 
betray cd, ſo 1 ſtruggled and pulled him by the Hair,ard ſcratcheFhim by 
the Face, and forceing him to let me go, I have by the help of this god Kr. 
eſcaped. Lady (faid Lucar) you have well done: So he left the Lady, and re- 
turned to the Battle. They of Indie returned into the City, who had loſt di- 
vers valiant Leaders, but nothing ſo fretted the Indian at the cart, as did 
the loſs of Reramond. Alaſs Lady (ſaid he) I have failed thee in thy greateſt 
extremity, but I was ſurely enchanted, and on the ſudden methought ifaw 
Woods, Fields, and Rivers, for ſhe was no ſooner down upon the Gronnd, 
but all was plain and even way before me: Valentine had great praiſe for 
vetting again the Lady, and ſhe ſhewed him a fair Countenance, in that he 
had ſuccoured her; but it was all feigned, for ſhe hated him to Death, and 
putting up this miſchance,ſhe watched her time, and in the end accompliſhed 
her dcſire, and brought her will to Excecution ; for ſome four Hours after, 
ſhe rode forth pretending to take the Air, but took her way towards the K.

Then Pacolet told him of all his adventures that he had 
paſſed ſince they ſaw one another; and alſo how yaliantly and won ily 
he had overcome the Serpent, and how he could hear no Tydings df Cleri- 
mond, and told him that they were now come to bear Arms againſt them, ac- 
companied with 1000009 Pagans, under the Conduct of Valentine and Murga- 
lant, and to chaſe you out of theſe Confines, by the Command of King Lucar, 
and R. Brandiffer; but if you will be ruled by me, I will ſend the Pagans ſhort 
Home. Quoth Or/or, do as thou haſt ſaid, and win immortal Praiſe to thy 
Poſterity : Sir, ſaid Pacolet, I am bound in all Duty to your Brother Va- 
Jemine,, bat the Service I ſhall now undertake, will highly Plcaſe you f 
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ſtand you ftilf upon your Guard, and in the Night put all your Men in readi- 
neſs, and for that Valentine ſhall not Ze-ipetted to be in the Plot, he ſhall 
continue in his Tent, whilſt I cat ſtrong Sleep on the Sarazens, and then 
may you come upon them, and fla; every Man. Ir is good, ſaid Orſon; fo 
O- led him to- King Pepin, to make him acquainted with the Enterprize, 
and Pacolet was Royally entertained for that Time: Now Pacolet, to the End 
there ſhould grow no miſtruſt, gave certain Signs to Murgaline. Being in 
the City, he fonnd ont the Admiral Burnat, and ſiluted him with great Re- 


verence, and delivered unto him the Meſſage which he brought from Mur- | 


alant, which was, that of Brandifer's Part were now arrived 100000, and | 
Margalant fends you Word by me, chat to Morrow betimes you have your 
Men in a Readineſs, to aſſail the Chriſtians on the one Side of the City, 
and Murg alant will aſſail them on the other, thereby to hem them up, that 
not a Man of them Eſcape. The Admiral was glad to hear theſe Ty- 
dings, but knew not how this ſhould come to paſs ; Pacolet took his leave of 
him, and returned back to Murgalanrt, with Salutations from the Admiral:

Sleep; and ſo Enchanted him, that he aroſe, made him ready, and went 
along with the Indian King to his Palace.

Every one looked for nothing but Death, ſave only Orſon, he bare it out com- 
fortably, ſaying : Lords, let us yet truſt to my Brother Valentine and Pacoler, 
who by Enchantment can do much, but he little knew that the Caſtle was 
Inpregnable. Brandiſfer, having thus made all fure, called before him his:
